Gentlemen : The board of railroad commissioners of the State 
of Oregon respectfully submits its first biennial report in persu- 
ance of the requirements of section 10 of " an Act to create ami 
establish a board of railroad commissioners, and to define-and regu- 
late its powers and duties, and to fix the compensation of its mem- 
bers," approved February 18, 1887. Which provided that "the board 
shall make a biennial report to the legislative assembly including- 
such statements, facts and explanation as will disclose the actual 
workings of railroad transportation of freight and passengers 
and its bearings on the business prosperity, personal convenience 
and safety of the people of the State, with such suggestions in rela- 
tion thereto as to its general railroad policy, or any part thereof, or 
the condition, atfairs or conduct of any railroad corporation as to 
them may seem appropriate; and particularly what changes in the 
classification of freights or what changes in rates of freight or fares 
are advisable or necessary for the public welfare; also whether any 
railroad company or corporations make any discrimination in mat- 
ter of freight between points intersected by competing lines and 
points not so intersected, and what change should be made in the 
laws to promote the interests of both railroads and the public."

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The foregoing statements, compiled and estimated from the re- 
ports of the several corporations engaged in railway transportation 
in this State, very clearly and succinctly disclose the conditions of 
the several companies as respects their capital stock, bonded and 
other indebtedness, and also disclose the character and volume of 
business transacted by each. 

The passenger traffic shows an increase in the number of passen- 
gers transported in the last year of 7 43-100 per cent on the Ore- 
gon Railway & Navigation Company's lines, 23 95-100 per cent, on 
the Oregon & California Railroad line, 36 74-100 per cent, on the 
Willamette Valley & Coast line. The increase of tonnage has been 
mainly confined to the Oregon Railway & Navigation line and 
amounts to 11 60-100 per cent, for the year ending June 30, 1888. 
This is upon the basis of the number of tons carried one mile. 
The business of the roads operating in the western half of the State 
shows a slight decrease in tonnage except that an increase is to be 
noted on the Northern Pacific in Oregon of over 11 per cent, over 
the year previous. 

Some explanation seems to be necessary to account for the 
marked difference in the average per ton per mile freight compen- 
sation received for the transportation of freight by the different 
roads. 

It is shown by the report that the Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company received an average of 2 35-100 cents per ton per mile for 
all freight transported on its line, while the Oregon & California 
Company received an average on all of its freight of 3 84-100 cents 
per ton per mile, notwithstanding the schedule of rates on the Ore- 
gon Railway & Navigation Company's lines is considerably in 
excess of the schedule of rates on the Oregon & California line. 
For instance, the rate charged by the Oregon Railway & Naviga- 
tion Company's line from The Dalles to Portland, Oregon, a dis- 
tance of 88 miles, on grain, is 17 cents per 100 pounds in carload 
lots, or 3 86-100 cents per ton per mile; while from Shedd's to Port- 
land, a distance of 91 miles by the Oregon & California line, grain 
is carried for 11 cents per 100 pounds in carload lot-s, or 2.42-100 
cents per ton per mile. First-class freight between The Dalles and 
Portland by the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company's line is 
45 cents per 100 pounds, or 10 25-100 cents per ton per mile, while 
the same class between Shedd's and Portland by the Oregon & Cali- 
fornia Company's line is 27 cents per 100 pounds, or 5 93-100 cents 
per ton per mile. The reason for this difference of average receipts 
per ton per mile is doubtless to be found in the fact that the Oregon 
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Railway & Navigation Company's line does proportionately a much 
larger business in transporting grains and other kinds of freight, 
for which only the lowest rates can be charged, and in the further 
fact that its large through business from two transcontinental lines 
tends greatly to reduce the general average. But for these facts it 
cannot be doubted that the average receipts for freight per ton per 
mile would be fully as high on the Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company's line as that of the Oregon & California Company's line, 
if not considerably higher. 

It is to be regretted that the Oregon Railway & Navigation Com- 
pany Eas not heretofore so kept its accounts that it could show in 
its reports the amount of tonnage carried bj'^ it in this State and its 
receipts per ton per mile for the same, as such a showing would ma- 
terially aid in forming a correct judgment as to many questions 
bearing upon transportation upon and over its lines. 

A COMPARISON OF FREIGHT RATES- 

The value of any given rate of freight compensation per ton per 
mile as a means of determining whether the rate of charges is 
reasonable or not must of necessity depend upon the volume of 
business transacted and the cost of moving freight. The statements 
of the several corporations reporting as to amount of freight com- 
pensation received per ton per mile have been compiled in form for 
easy reference, and estimates of the average cost of moving freight 
per ton per mile by each of the several lines have been made and 
are herein presented. A comparison of these rates with the rates 
received by railroad lines in other States and sections may serve to 
give a better understanding of this branch of the subject, and to 
that, end the following table is submitted : 
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Some interesting comparisons may be made from the facts dis- 
closed in the foregoing table between the Oregon Railway & Navi- 
gation Company's line and several of the companies named in 
other States. It will be seen at a glance that the financial con- 
dition of the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company as a paying 
road is second to none named in the list. Two roads, it is true, 
show greater gross mileage earnings, and one — the Northern Pa- 
cific — shows slightly greater net mileage earnings, but while the 
mileage of the Northern Pacific is less than three times as great as 
the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company, its stock and bonded 
indebtedness is more than four times as great, and if the $6,000,000 
of the stock of the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company in- 
vested in water transportation be deducted from the Oregon Rail- 
way & Navigation Company's stock account, the stock and bonded 
indebtedness of the Northern Pacific is more than five times greater 
than that of the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company. 

Again, according to mileage operated the St. Paul, Minneapolis 
<fe Manitoba Railroad Company does substantially about the same 
amount of freight transportation as the Oregon Railway & Naviga- 
tion Company, for which it receives an average of 1 36-100 cents 
per ton per mile as freight compensation, while the Oregon Rail- 
way & Navigation Company receives 2 35-100 cents per ton per 
mile, or 72 per cent, greater than received by the former for a like 
service. 

According to mileage, the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Rail- 
road does about one-eighth more freight transportation than is 
done by the Oregon Railway & Navigation Compajiy. The former 
receives 1 27-100 cents per ton per mile and the latter 2 35-100, or 
83 per cent, greater compensation than received by the former for 
like services. 

FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE ROADS. 

The financial condition of the several roads is fully shown in 
their respective reports as herein compiled. The Oregon & Cali- 
fornia Railroad Company has passed out of the hands of a receiver 
and its future prospects have much improved since through con- 
nection with California has been made. The Oregonian Railwaj^ 
Company (Limited) still languishes in a receiver's hands, and its 
receipts are insufficient to meet current expenses. Its road is in a 
dilapidated and even dangerous condition. On two occasions the 
commission, after examination of its road, has recommended re- 
pairs and renewals. Some show of compliance was made but 
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wholly insufficient to put the road in good or even safe condition. 
It should, however, be remarked that no serious accidents have oc- 
curred on its line. 

The Oregon Railway & Navigation Company's report shows the 
business of that corporation to be in a most prosperous condition. 
The gross earnings of this company for the year ending June 30, 
1888, were $[,o 42,752.25. Its net earnings, after deducting ex- 
penses of operp.ting, maintenance, taxes paid in Oregon and interest 
on bonded debt, was $1,383,289.81 or 5 76-100 per cent, on its 
$24,000,000 capital stock; and if the $6,000,000 invested in water 
transportation lines be deducted, the net income would be 7 68-100 
per cent, on the $18,000,000 of capital stock actually invested in 
the construction and equipment of its railroad. The commission 
have no definite information as to what the earnings of the Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Company from its water transportation lines 
are. The volume of business is known to be large, but the com- 
mission have no information respecting the gross or net earnings 
derived therefrom except that W. H. Ilolcomb, manager of said 
company, informs the commission that "the net earnings of these 
(water) lines show much less than the rail divisions." 

The want of definite information upon this point is necessarily an 
element of uncertainty and confusion in the consideration of every 
proposition looking to the modification or reduction of rates on this 
line. As the law now stands the commission has no authority to 
inquire into the business of water transportation whether conducted 
by a corporation also engaged in railroad transportation, or only 
engaged in the former. * 

FREIGHT RATES. 

Soon after the organization of the board, a careful examination of 
the freight rates of the several companies engaged in railwaj^ trans- 
portation in the State was made. In this examination full considera- 
tion was given to the volume of business done by each the previous 
year, the expenses incurred by each in their business, and for 
necessary repairs and renewals, and also the capital invested by 
each. 

This examination revealed the fact that the income Irom all 
sources for the previous j^ear on the Oregon & California Rail- 
road, and the Oregonian Railway (Limited) line, was not suflBcient 
to pay the expenses of operating the same and maintaining the road 
in renewals and repairs, to say nothing of interest on their invest- 
ment. The Willamette Valley & Coast Road, while showing a net 
3 
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income over expenses, the same was yet inconHi<lerable as compared 
with its invested capital. Upon an examination of the schedule of 
tariff rates of these several companies, it was found that under the 
influence of competition with each other and with water transporta- 
tion on the W^illamette river the same were in the main reasonable 
and that no general reduction could be justly recommended. 

RECOMMENDATION FOR REDUCTION OF RATES. 

An examination of the condition of the Oregon Railway & 
Navigation Company's accounts disclosed the fact of its great pros- 
perity, having a large and increasing volume of business, large gross 
earnings with a net income over all expenses sufficient to pay 
5 6-10 per cent, on its entire investment of $37,970,510.34, as shown 
by its report for the year ending June 30, 1886. The same report 
also showed that the entire property of the corporation cost $32,- 
924,472, upon which its net earnings for that year were sufficient to 
pay 6 8-100 per cent, interest. 

Upon examining their schedule of rates they were found, in the 
opinion of the commission, to be high; especially so on grains and 
wool, the principal export products of the sections of the State adja- 
cent to this line of road. General complaint was also being made 
all along the line of this road that its freight rates on farm products 
were unreasonably high and a general demand was being made for 
a reduction of rates. After a full and careful investigation and 
consideration of all matters bearing on this question, the commis- 
sion on the 2d of June, 1887, formally recommended to said com- 
pany that its tariff rates on wheat, flour, bats, barley, *rye, farina, 
flax seed, potatoes and wool be reduced as follows:

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Upon this recommendation a conference was had between the 
board and Manager F. Potter and Freight Agent B. Campbell of 
said company at the Holton House, Portland, on the 15th and 16th 
of June, 1887, but no conclusion was then reached. Under date of 
June 21, 1887, the board was informed that the Oregon Railroad and 
I^avigation Company had, or would reduce its freight rates on grain 
in carload lots to Portland to the following figures: 

From The Dalles, 17 cents per 100 pounds. 

From Celilo, 18 cents per 100 pounds. 

From Grants, 20 cents per 100 pounds. 

From Blalocks, Arlington and Castle Rocks, 21 cents per 100 
pounds. * 

From Umatilla Junction, 22 cents per 100 pounds. 

From Echo and Pendleton, 25 cents per 100 pounds. 

From La Grande, Union, North Powder and Baker City, 27J cents 
per 100 pounds. 

From Milton, Blue Mountain Station and Centerville, 25 cents per 
100 pounds. 

This information wasiiccompanied with the expressed hope that 
these reductions would be satisfactory to the commission. The 
board under date of June 25, strongly protested that these reduc- 
tions were insufficient to meet the just demands of the public. 

Soon after this, citizens of Walla Walla, W. T., began proceedings 
before the interstate commission to test the reasonableness of the 
rates on* wheat charged . by the Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company from Walla Walla to Portland, Oregon, the rates being 
the same as from Pendleton to Portland, to-wit: 30 cents j)er 100 
pounds, or six dollars per ton. These cases — Evans vs. The Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Company, and Reed vs. same — were heard 
October 12 and 15, 1887, in which it was ''Held that the rate on 
wheat from Walla Walla City to Portland should not exceed 23J 
cents per 100 pounds when transported by the defendant's railroad 
for the remainder of the present grain season, extending to the 30th 
of June, 1888." (See report of the interstate railroad commission 
for 1887, page 96.) 

The Oregon Railway & Navigation Company at once adjusted its 
rates under this decision and a reduction of 30 cents per ton was 
thereby effected on wheat at Pendleton and at all points in Oregon 
common with it. 

EFFECT OF REDUCTION OF FREIGUT RATES. 

The reduction conceded under the recommendation of the com- 
mission supplemented by the further slight reduction under the 
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decision of the interstate commission, though far short of what this 
commission deemed just and reasonable, has in its results proved 
highly beneficial to producers, and has not in any just sense injured 
or embarrassed the company. 

The commission is in receipt of a letter from W. H. Holcomb, 
general manager of the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company's 
road, under date of September 17, 1888, in which the following 
having reference to this reduction occurs: 

"The difference in the rates now in effect, compared with those in 
effect prior to July 11, 1887, at the time reductions were made by 
the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company, as compared with the 
rates in effect previous to that, it is estimated have cost the company 
in round numbers $165,000." But it has saved that sum to the peo- 
ple who have had this class of freight to send to 'market, and that 
too without any embarrassment to the company, which can be justly 
complained of, "as is most fully shown by its report for 1888. This 
report shows an increase in the earnings of the company from 
freights Q,ver the preceeding year of $570,970.11, and an increase in 
net earnings from all sources over the preceding year of $447,^ 
788.31. 

And in looking into the sources from which this increase of rev- 
enue came, it is found that these increased revenues came in a very 
large measure from the increase in grain transportation. 

A FURTHER REDUCTION PROPOSED. 

On the 14th of July last the board had a conference w^th W. H^ 
Holcomb, manager of the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company,, 
in regard to the then existing rates on the line of said company's 
road, with a view to asking a reduction of freight rates on grain, 
hay and live stock from points in Eastern Oregon to Portland. The 
accounts of the company showing the details of the preceding^ 
year's business not having been at that time sufficiently completed 
to enable the manager to give the commission definite information 
respecting the same, and after some discussion, the whole matter 
was for the time deferred until the board could be more fully 
advised as to the status of the company's business for the year 
ending June 30, 1888. 

The annual report of the company was received September 3, 
1888, and on the 5th of that month W. H. Holcomb, manager of 
the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company, was notified that on 
the 10th of the same month the board would consider the question 
of making a recommendation to his company for a reduction in its. 
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rates on grain, and inviting him to be present by person or by 
attorney. 

The question came up on tlie 11th of September, 1888, and Mr. 
B. Campbell, general freight agent of the Oregon Railway & Navi- 
gation Company, represented its interests. At this time the board 
recommended to Mr. Campbell the following schedule of rates on 
grain from points east to Portland over the lines of the Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Company's road :

Which proposition was also communicated to the manager of 
said company on the same day. Under date of September 7, 1888, 
Manager Holcomb responded to said proposition at some length and 
forcibly presented the side of the company. After referring to the 
reductions made July 11, 1887, which he says "it is estimated to have 
cost the company in round numbers, $165,000," he proceeds to say: 
''The reductions you suggest, varying from 2 cents as a minimum 
to a maximum of 4 cents, .would again affect the revenues of this 
company to such an extent as to prohibit them from paying 6 per 
cent, on their capital stock, as it must be very evident to you that if 
we. made a reduction from the points mentioned, it would also 
involve a reduction from different points in Washington Territory, 
w^hich are competitive to the points you mention." 

It is readily conceded that a reduction at the points named in 
Oregon of the rates on grain, as proposed by the commission, w'ould 
of necessity involve a corresponding reduction at various points in 
Washington Territory, but it is not conceded that the effects of such 
a reduction would so affect the revenues of the company as to pre- 
vent it from earning and paying 6 per cent, dividends on its capital 
stock; and even if this were true the commission do not concede 
that a reduction should be withheld because the dividends of the 
stockholders, per chance, might be affected. On the contrary, the 
commission insist that the interests of the people doing business 
with the railroads are to be considered quite as much as the interests 
of stockholders. According to the report of this company for the

year ending June 30, 1888, after deducting all expenses of operating, 
maintainance and renewals its net income, and taxes paid in Oregon, 
is shown to be $2,285,434.81. After paving interest on its bonded 
debt, amounting to $902,150, it had $1,383,289.81 to be divided 
among its stockholders on its $24,000,000 of capital. stock, a dividend 
of 5 76-100 per cent. The net earnings of its railroad division, 
after payment of interest on its entire bonded debt, lacking only 
$143,289.81 of being sufficient to pay 6 per cent, upon its entire cap- 
ital stock, $6,000,000 of which is invested in water lines of trans- 
portation, "the net earnings" of which water lines, the commission 
is informed by Manager Holcomb, "show much less than the rail 
division." If the $6,000,000 of the capital stock invested in water 
lines paid as net earnings 3 per cent., such net earnings, added to 
the net earnings of its railway division, would more than pay its 6 
per cent, on its entire capital stock. 

It is conceded that capital invested in railroads should earn a 
reasonable compensation for its owners, provided that a fair and 
reasonable rate of tariff on the business done will secure the same, 
but to insist upon any given per cent, for dividends upon capital 
invested in railroads regardless of the reasonableness of freight rates 
to be charged to the producer for the transportation of his products 
to market, is unreasonable aijd therefore unjust. At an early date 
the commission expressed, as its views on this subject, that 5 per 
cent, earnings upon capital invested in railroads in this State was a 
reasonable profit thereon. This company is paying on $10,843,000 
of its bonded indebtedness only 5 per cent, interest, as shown by its 
annual report of last year. Now, if its net earnings will pay this 
interest and 6 per cent, on $6,000,000 of its bonded debt, and then 
pay 5 per cent, on its capital stock, such compensation by way of 
profits, is not only sufficient by the standard of its own transactions 
but is in every respect reasonable and should be entirely satisfactory 
to its stockholders. 

But apart from the question of the earnings and net profits of the . 
company, the rates proposed by the commission are believed to be in 
every respect reasonable and just. In considering the question of 
reasonableness of freight rates, the interstate commission has laid 
down some very wholesome rules to be followed. It says: "In 
determining what is a just and reasonable rate for a particular com- 
modity (for example, wheat) the commission will take into consider- 
ation the earnings and expenses of operation; the riites charged 
upon the same commodity by other roads as nearly similarly situ- 
ated as may be, the difference between the railroad and such other 
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railroads, the relative amount of through and local business, the 
proportion borne by the commodity in question to the remainder of 
the local traffic," etc., etc. 

A comparison of the rates of the Oregon Railway & Navigation Com- 
pany on grain with the rates charged on other Western and North-* 
western roads, it is believed, will fully sustain the reasonableness of 
the proposed reduction. 

Existing rates from The Dalles to Portland, 88 miles, is 17 cents 
per 100 pounds in carload lots, or 3 86-100 cents per ton per mile. 
The proposed rate is 15 cents per 100 pounds, or 3 42-100 cents per 
ton per mile. Rates on grain on the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Man- 
itoba Railroad from different points thereon to St. Paul for a like 
distance is 9 cents per 100 pounds in carload lots, or 2 32-100 cents 
per ton per mile, which is .888 per cent, less than on the Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Company line, and 73 per cent, less than the 
proposed rate. On the Illinois Central the rate on grain for a dis- 
tance of 90 miles is 11.1 cents per 100 pounds in carkad lots, or 
2 46-100 cents per ton per mile, or 34.7 per cent, less than present 
rates on the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company line, and 26 
per cent, less than the proposed rate. On the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific Railroad, in Iowa, the rate on grain is 13J cents per 100 
pounds in carload lots for a 90-mile Ijaul, or 3 cents per ton per 
mile, or 20.58 per cent, less than on the Oregon Railway & Naviga- 
tion Company line, and 10 per cent, less than the proposed rate. 
Comparing the rates charged from Pendleton to Portland, a distance 
of 231 miles, with rates on the above-named roads, w^e find the pres- 
ent rate on the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company's line to be 
23| cents "per 100 pounds, or 2 4-100 cents per ton per mile, proposed 
rates 20 cents per 100 pounds in carload lots, or 1 73-100 cents per 
ton per mile; while the rate on the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Mani- 
toba Railroad, for a 235-mile haul is 17 cents per 100 pounds in car- 
load lots, or 1 44-100 cents per ton per mile, or 27.65 per cent, less 
than present rates on the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company's 
line, and 15 per cent, less than the proposed rate. 

On the Illinois Central the rate for grain on a haul of 240 miles 
is 16 cents per 100 pounds in carload lots, or 1 33-100 cents per ton 
per mile, or 31 91-100 per cent, lower than the present rates on the 
Oregon Railw-ay & Navigation Company's line, and 20 per cent, 
lower than the proposed rate. 

The rates on the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific in Iowa on grain 
for a haul of 240 miles is 16 J cents per 100 pounds, or 1 29-100 
cents per ton per mile, or 29.78 per cent, less than the present rates 
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on the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company ^s line, and 17 J per 
cent, less than the proposed rates. 

The conditions and surroundings of the St. Paul, Minneapolis & 
Manitoba more nearly compare with the Oregon Railway & Navi- 
gation Company than either of the others named. Its volume of 
business proportioned to mileage is not greatly variant from that of 
the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company^s business. Of the 
tonnage carried by the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba road for 
the year ending June 30, 1887, 62.1 per cent, of it was from grain 
and flour. The per cent, of grain and flour transportation on the 
Oregon Railway & Navigation Company^s line last year to its total 
tonnage cannot be definitely given, but of the 298,055 tons of local 
freight carried, more than one-half was grain and flour. 

The mileage expenses of the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba 
road for the year 1887 is shown to be $1,760.97, while that of the 
Oregon Railway & Navigation Company for last year was $3,002.14. 
The gross earnings of the former were $4,161.23 per mile of road 
and of the latter $6,041.69. 

The net mileage earnings of the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Mani- 
toba road were $2,400.26, and of the Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company's road $3,039.55 per mile of road operated. These compar- 
isons and facts sufficiently show that w^hile some dissimilarity exists 
in the conditions of these roads, the higher percentage of the rates 
proposed, by the commission, over the rates prevailing on the roads 
compared with the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company's rates, 
will more than compensate for any difference in conditions that 
exist. 

Before leaving the subject the board is constrained to express the 
opinion that the high rates which have for years prevailed upon 
this line of railroad have had and are having the effect to cause a 
very large per cent, of grain naturally tributary to Oregon sea ports 
to seek other and cheaper outlets, thereby depriving our State of 
the benefit of its natural advantages and materially lessening the 
receipts of this road. 

RECOMMENDATION OF A REDUCTION ON GRAIN ON SHORT HAULS, 

On the 7th of September, 1887, the commission, after full consid- 
eration, recommended to the Oregon & California, the Oregonian 
Railway (Limited), and to the Willamette yalley & Coast Railroad 
Companies, that their charges on grain for short hauls be reduced to 
the following rates : 
4 
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For 5 miles and not exceeding 10 miles, 4 cents per 100 pounds 
in carload lots, or $8 per carload of 10 tons. 

For 10 miles and not over 20 miles, 6 cents per 100 pounds in 
carload lots, or $12 per carload of 10 tons. 

The Willamette Valley & Coast Railroad Company signified its 
assent to this reduction. 

The Oregon & California declined to accede to the same. 

No response was received from the Oregon Railway Company 
(Limited). 

RECOMMENDATION FOR DEPOT FACILITIES. 

Upon the complaint of certain citizens of The Dalles, on the line 
of the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company's road, of the want 
of depot facilities at that point, and the alleged dangerous condition 
of the place where passenger trains are accustomed to stop, the 
same being partly in the street and partly over Mill creek, the board 
recommended the erection of depot buildings at that point. Soon 
after this recommendation, which was made about June 2, 1887, 
the said company materially improved the platform extending over 
Mill creek, rendering the same entirely secure. The reason why a 
depot building has not been heretofore erected seems to be that a 
diversity of opinion exists among the citizens of The Dalles as to 
the place where the same should be erected. 

COMPLAINTS. 

Four formal complaints have been preferred before the commis- 
sion complaining of acts of certain- of the railroads. Of these 
hree have been heard by the commission and findings made. 

One was settled and dismissed after service of notice upon the 
company complained of under section 12 of the Act creating the 
commission. 

Of the cases in which findings were made one was against the 
Oregon Railway & Navigation Company, complaining that the 
complainant, E. J. Summerville, of Pendleton, Oregon, had shipped 
by the defendant's line one carload of wheat from said Pendleton 
to Portland, Oregon, and had charged and received therefor as 
freight compensation the sum of $55, which was alleged to be 
unreasonable. The findings of the board were for the complainant 
and to the effect that said charge was unreasonable, and that the 
Oregon Railway & Navigation Company ought to refund the differ- 
ence ($11) between a reasonable rate for said services and the 
unreasonable charges exacted. The Oregon Railwav & Navigation 
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Company was notified of these findings and furnished with a copy 
tliereof and required to repay to ti.e complainant the sum of 
$11, the excess of charges on said carload of wheat over what it 
found was reasonable for said services. The Oregon Railway & 
Navigation Company iailed and neglected to comply with said no- 
tice and request. Whereupon the board, under section 15 of the 
Act creating the commission, proceeded by complaint against said 
company in the circuit court of the State of Oregon for the sixth 
judicial circuH in Umatilla county, to recover the amount of said 
overcharge for the benefit of Summerville. The company appeared 
and demurred to the complaint. The demurrer was overruled. 
The defendant company standing by its demurrer, the board took a 
judgment against the defendant for the benefit of the complainant 
for the sum of $11. 

> The case was appealed to the supreme court and was decided 
November 5th against the board. The court, after stating the case 
as it stood before it and quoting largely from the Act creating the 
commission, say : 

" Section 2 of the Act requires the board to investigate complaints 
made by certain persons against common carriers subject to the 
provisions of the Act, on account of anything done or omitted to 
be done by any such common carrier in contravention of its pro- 
visions. • 

** Section 13 makes it the duty of the board to make a report of 
an investigation made by it, including findings of fact upon which 
its conclusions are based. 

"Section 11 makes it the duty of the board in any case in which 
an investigation is made, and it appears to the satisfaction of the 
board that anything has been done or omitted to be done, in viola- 
tion of the provisions of the Act, or of any law of which the board 
has cognizance, by any common carrier, or that any injury or dam- 
age has been sustained by the party or parties complaining or by 
other parties aggrieved in consequence of any such violation, to be 
delivered to such common carrier, etc. 

" And section 15 makes it the duty of the board, whenever any 
such common carrier shall violate or refuse or neglect to obey any 
lawful order or requirement of the board, to enter complaint as 
therein provided. 

"Neither of these sections, however, specifies the particular sub- 
jects to be investigated, nor what acts done or omitted to be done 
by such common carrier would be a violation of the Act, or of 
what law of which the board has cognizance, or what would be a 
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lawful order or requirement of the board, nor does any section of 
it indicate what law tlie board has cognizance of. 

"The result is that the Act is hopelessly ambiguous as to the 
jurisdiction of the board beyond the authority before referred to. 

"It has power in conducting its investigations to compel railroad 
companies to furnish it information as provided in section 19 of the 
Act; and also to compel them to adopt such form of annual state- 
ment required by the Act of February 20, 1885, to be transmitted 
to the Secretary of State, as it may prescribe by virtue of section 20 
of the Act; but an attempt on the part of the board to adjust claims 
between railroad companies and persons, firms and corporations, 
etc., and to enforce obedience to its orders made in respect thereto, 
in the manners specified in section 15 of the Act, would be groping 
in the dark. The first question arising would be: What conten- 
tions between the railroad company and such persons, firms, etc., has 
it jurisdiction of? The answer to that question can not be left to 
speculation. The jurisdiction of such commission is not given by 
implication. Commissions of that character are mere creatures of 
the statute and possess no power except what the statute expressly 
confers upon them. 

"Again if the board had jurisdiction to investigate complaints 
for over charges on freight, its order to refund the excess could not 
be enforced in the manner provided in section 15 of the Act. The 
recovery of money unjustly exacted in such cases, is a common law 
remedy; and a party against whom the claim is made, whether a 
natural person or a corporation, has the right to a trial by jury 
before its repayment can be enforced. A summary remedy of the 
character of the one provided for can not be used to enforce a claim 
for damages arising ex contractu or ex delicto, though it might be 
employed to compel the performance of a specific duty necessary to 
the administration of public affairs. 

"The several sections of the Act taken together present an incon- 
gruity and leave an impression that it was made up by a sort of 
patchwork." 

It will be seen that the effect of this decision is to render abortive 
all that part of the Act intended by the legislature to interpose the 
protecting arm of the State between the people and these corpo- 
rations, and leaves the commission with the simple power to inves- 
tigate, make recommendations and report to the legislature. Most 
valuable functions, it is true, for without some such instrumentality 
as a commission the legislative assembly could not be informed of 
the important facts concerning railroads and their business with the 
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people, so important and necessary to wise and prudent legislation. 

(The full text of the decision will be iound in the appendix 
hereto.) 

In the other two cases hereinbefore referred to the companies 
complained of refused to comply with the findings of the commis- 
sion, but no further proceedings have been taken by the board for 
the reason that a case involving the' points therein was awaiting 
decision in the supreme court, and it was not tliought best to mul- 
tiply suits involving like questions. These findings will be found 
ill their appropriate place. 

Many complaints have been made to the commission involving 
questions under the interstate commission Act. Such have been 
fully answered, explaining why the commission could render the 
complainants no aid. 

A GENERAL VIEW. 

The construction of railways and their use as a means of trans- 
porting persons and property has wrought a most wonderful change 
in the business affairs and relations of the people. It is difficult to 
conceive the extent of this change. Ther^ is now over 140,000 miles 
of railways in the United States, which have cost not less than 
$7,500,000,000 to construct and equip. The funded debt of these 
corporations is stated at over $4,000,000,000. 

The construction of these roads has vastly increased the business 
and commercial transactions of the country, has made many and 
various enterprises (private and public) possible, which could never 
have been undertaken or existed without them. They have opened 
vast regions to settlement and occupation, which, without their aid, 
must have remained a wilderness for an indefinite period. These 
roads have provided facilities for business transactions and inter- 
course among the people of so vast and varied a character as to ren- 
der them indispensable adjuncts to modern business methods. 

The transportation of persons and property by railway in the 
United States is at present many times greater than the transporta- 
tion of person and property by any and all other means or methods. 
Tlie business relations which have grown up between the companies 
and corporations constructing, owning and operating these great 
land ways of commerce on the one side, and the great mass of the 
people on the other, is so vast, complicated and interlacing, that it is 
not to be wondered at that sometimes there is confusion, mistakes, 
irregularities, inequality, overcharges, discriminations and even 
extortions. No field of human activities in business affairs has 
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offered greater opportunities to the craft, cupidity or avariciousness 
of men, than has been and is offered 1))^ railway transportation. 
The great sums of money required to construct, repair and operate 
railroads and the great revenues required to meet the cost of opera- 
tion and maintenance and to pay a return profit to the investors, 
have been, not infrequently, most outrageously augmented for the 
benefit of stockholders or dishonest contractors, regardless of the 
interests of the great body of the people who have been and are 
compelled to .do business with these lines and have been and are 
thereby made a prey to the cupidity of grasping corporations. 

Men engaged in various business lines requiring the transporta- 
tion of large quantities of merchandise and other property have not 
been slow, whenever and wherever it has been possible to gain an 
advantage over competitors in like lines of business in freight rates 
by securing reductions, rebates or favors through other devices, thus 
building their fortunes upon the downfall of rivals through the 
favoritism of railway companies, their officers aiid managements. 

Discriminations between places as well as between persons have 
been and are common methods by wiiich the favors of railway com- 
panies have been and are dispensed, by means of which the fortunes 
of their favorites have been unjustly advanced. 

And it is a part of the history of the development and growth 
of the railway system of this country under corporate management 
and control that these railway corporations not only made the rules 
for the government of their own corporate affairs, but, owing to the 
new conditions brought about by the revolution wrought in the 
transportation business of the country bj^ the introduction of rail- 
roads, they have in a large degree made and enforced the rules gov- 
erning their relations with the public, which has furnished their 
roads with its vast volume of business. To these rules and regula- 
tions, however unjust, arbitrary or extortionate, the individual 
patron is practically compelled to submit ; the only alternative being 
to enter the courts with his grievance, single-handed and alone, 
against these powerful and wealthy corporations. 

The application of the old rules and maxims of the common law 
to the new and changed conditions w^as not settled. There was 
doubt and uncertainty as to the power of the States to control even 
these intangible bodies of their own creation as respected the fixing 
fares and freights which these railroads might charge and en- 
force. In speaking of this matter the interstate commission uses 
the following apt language: 

^*The common law still remained operative, but there was very 
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manv reasons why it was inadequate for the purpose of complete 
regulation. One very obvious reason was that the new method c»f 
land transportation was wholly unknown to the common law and 
was so different from those under which common law rules had grown 
up, that doubts and diflferences of opinion as to the extent to which 
those rules could be made applicable were inevitable. A highway 
of which the ownership is in private citizens or corporations who 
permit no other vehicles but their own upon it bears obviously but 
faint resemblance to the common highway upon which every one 
may walk or ride or drive his wagon or his cariiage. If we under- 
take to apply to one the rules which have grown up in regulation 
of the others, there Imust necessarily be a considerable period in 
which the state of the law will in many important particulars be 
uncertain, and while that continues to be the case those who have 
the power to act, and who must necessarily act by rule and accord- 
ing to some established system, will for all practical purposes make 
the law, because the rule and the system will be their establish- 
ment. 

"Such, to a considerable extent, has been the fact regarding the 
business of transporting person and property by rail. 

" Those who have controlled the railroads have not only made 
rules for the government of their own corporate affairs, but very 
largely also have determined at pleasure what should be the terms of 
their contract relations with others, and others have acquiesced, 
though oftentimes unwillingly, but because they could not with con- 
fidence affirm that the law would not compel it, and a test of the 
question would be difficult and expensive. The carriers of the coun- 
try were thus enabled to determine in great measure what rules 
should govern the transportation of person and property; rules which 
intimately concerned the commercial, industrial and social life of 
the people." 

Discriminations, personal preferences and extortionate charges 
were prohibited by statute in most of the States, but it was the uni- 
form experience everywhere that these statutes, however just and 
wise, were, in the face of the surroundings, wholly insufficient to 
control, subdue or limit the evils which were the incidents to and 
the outgrowth of the conditions and new methods of transportation, 
and as these new methods extended and supplanted the old the 
evils likewise extended and multiplied in form and number. The 
shipper preferred to tamely submit to the injustice put upon him 
through discriminations against him or unreasonable and extor- 
tionate charges and exactions for transportation facilities, than to 
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hazard the utter ruin of his business by provoking the animosities 
of managers if he carried his grievances into the courts in order to 
have his rights determined and enforced. In a large majority of 
cases the loss sustained by extortion, overcharge or favoritism was 
too inconsiderable to the individual shipper to justify expensive lit- 
igation on his part, and it was deemed wiser to submit to the injus- 
tice than to resist them in courts. Besides, if the shipper went to 
court with his grievance he was confronted with powerful and 
Avealthy corporations who contested, wuth the aid of the ablest 
counsel money could procure, every inch of the ground in the con- 
troversy, thus making each contest between the individual shipper 
and these corporations an unequal one in proportion to the ability 
of the shipper personally to press, his case as compared w^ith the 
financial ability of the corporations. In this way, without author- 
ity, in contravention of justice, the managements of these railways 
drew to themselves and exercised the powder of fixing the contracts 
between the companies representing the railways and their patrons 
as respected the charges for the transportation of persons and prop- 
erty. 

And yet corporate bodies w^ere but the creatures of the States 
themselves, having no other powers than such as the States in each 
particuliir case had conferred up^m its own creation. The right to 
exact compensation for services rendered by these corporations was 
by virtue of the authority of the State, sometimes expressed and 
limited by the act of creation, but more generally, found in the 
general provisions of law, or left entirely to inference. The law of 
course implied that all charges, when not fixed in the charter, 
should be reasonable. 

The difficulty was not in the rule of law applied to any given 
case made in a court, but to the fact that no provision had been made 
w^hereby a schedule of rates should be declared in advance which 
should be received as evidence of the reasonableness of any given 
charge, or even prima facie evidence of its reasonableness. These 
corporations wTre created by general enactment or formed under 
general laws of the States; they proceeded to organization, con- 
structed and equipped their railways, and when ready for use fixed 
and proclaimed their ow^n schedule of rates without revision by any 
authority of or under the State as to the reasonableness of the 
same. The people having business with the railways, by reason of 
having their goods, merchandise or property or persons transported 
thereon, had the option to pay these charges and submit to what- 
ever of wrong or injustice they might involve, or contest the same

by expensive litigation in the courts, which under the circumstances 
of the case as shown was an extremely unequal one. 

In this way the transportation companies and corporations 
assumed and arrogated to themselves the power to establish and 
enforce rates for their services, at first denying to the people and 
the State any power or right to interpose in any way for the relief 
of those doing business with tliem, or to question the reasonable- 
ness of their charges or to revise or modify them in any case. 

The exercise of such a power without any restraint, supervision 
or control by some impartial agency, as that of fixing and deter- 
mining the rate of compensation for services to be rendered by 
these corporations in the vast business of transportation of persons 
and property on and over these great land ways of commerce, which 
drew to their control the greater proportion of this business as it 
formerly existed, increased to many times its former volume and 
proportions by the creative power of this new system, could not in 
the nature of human agency result otherwise than in abuses of 
the grossest character, ruinous discrimination, unjust charges and 
exactions, and downright and open extorsion. Managements were 
unable to resist the pressure of stockholders for dividends far be- 
yond the capacity of their properties to earn on the basis of reason- 
able charges upon the usual and ordinary business of their roads ; 
and to meet these demands for unreasonable dividends, must of 
necessity resort to unreasonable charges upon freight and persons 
transported. 

Upon the other hand, at all times there has been a great pressure 
brought by sharp, and oftentimes unscrupulous, men engaged in 
business requiring more or less of transportation, for favors by way 
of rebates, reductions and drawbacks or other devices of favoritism, 
by and through which they would be enabled to prosper in their 
business at the expense of their rivals. 

Experience has taught substantially the same lesson in each and 
every State where railways have developed to any considerable 
extent ; and that is the insufficiencv of the common law aided by 
statutory enactments to protect the body of the people dealing with 
these transportation companies from oppression and extortion in 
transportation rates. 

The history of legislation on this subject in each State which has 
followed the introduction of railroad transportation fully sustains 
the foregoing statement. 

First have come statutes declaring that all rates should be reason- 
able; then came statutes forbidding rebates, drawbacks, discrimina- 
6 
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tion and extortions, and forbidding combinations and pools. But 
all these, as often as tried, have proved unavailing and insufficient 
to overcome the evil complained of, and largely because the indi- 
vidual patrons of these roads prefer to submit to injustice and wrong 
rather than to carry their grievances to the courts at heavy expense 
and litigate them with powerful and wealthy corporations as their 
opponents. 

The shipment of a few hundred pounds of farm produce to the 
nearest market, or the shipment of a small parcel of goods from the 
commercial center of the State to some small retail merchant fifty 
or one hundred miles in the interior may involve the question of 
unreasonable rates, discrimination or extortion, all made unlawful 
by statute; but neither the farmer nor retail merchant will take his 
grievance to the courts, because to do so involves him in expensive 
litigation. 

A hundred others suffer the same wrong and refuse to enter the 
courts to litigate them for the same reason. All the while these 
very wrongs complained of are forbidden and prohibited by law 
and the courts stand open to hear and determine any and all causes 
that may be brought to them. But the corporations continue their 
aggressions and grow emboldened by the failure of justice. 

It early became apparent that if the aggressions of the transpor- 
tation companies were to be held in check and the great body of the 
people be protected from their extortions, some agency representing 
the State must be interposed between them and their victims, to 
which the people affected might present their grievances and make 
the cause of each complainant, if meritorious, in some sense the 
business of such agency to be investigated and righted. 

The first sustained effort made in the direction of interposing the 
shield of the State for the protection of the general public was made 
in Massachusetts in 1868 by the creation of a board of railroad com- 
missioners, to which was given general powers of supervision over 
railways and were enjoined to keep informed as to the condition of 
railways and the manner in which they were operated with refer- 
ence to the security and accommodation of the public and as to the 
compliance of the several corporations with their charters and the 
laws of the Commonwealth. 

When any corporation violated a law or neglected in any respect 
to comply with the Act by which it was created or with the provis- 
ions of any law, the commission was required to give notice thereof 
in writing to the corporation. If the violation or neglect was con- 
tinued the board was required to present the facts to the Attorney- 
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General, who was required to take such proceedings thereon as he 
might deem expedient. 

When the board deemed repairs, additions to rolling stock, or 
addition or change of station, or a change in rates, or in operating 
roads or in conducting business, were reasonable, it was required to 
inform the corporation in writing of the improvements needed and 
the changes deemed reasonable and report the same in its annual 
report to the general court. 

Following the lead of Massachusetts the following States and Ter- 
ritories have created railroad commissions, to-wit: Colorado, Kan- 
sas, Georgia, South Carolina, Minnesota. Michigan, Vermont, Con- 
necticut, Nebraska, New York, Kentucky, Virginia, Missouri, Rhode 
Island, Ohio, New Hampshire, Mississippi, Alabama, Tennessee, * 
Iowa, California, Wisconsin, Illinois, Maine and Dakota; all of 
which are now in existence and in the exercise of the powers con- 
ferred on them, unless it may be that of Tennessee. These experi- 
ments in so many States, some of which have been so long con- 
tinued, and with acknowledged benefit, must be accepted as an evi- 
dence that the public judgment has intelligently settled upon this 
method of controling the evils which have grown up with and are 
incident to the new system of transportation by railway as the best 
and most prudent yet suggested. 

The powers conferred upon these commissions in the several States, 
though varying in form, pretty closely adhere to those conferred 
upon the commission of Massachusetts. It is, however, to be noted 
that each and all of these commissions have behind them the power 
of the State through its courts or legislature and generally both. 
Generally the power of the judiciary is set in motion through the 
Attorney-General of the respective States to whom the commission 
may make its representations and complaints, upon which that 
oflBcer is authorized to take proceedings in the court in the name of 
the people. As there is no such office as Attorney General in this 
State the legislature provided that its commission should in certain 
contingencies bring suits in the courts of the State to enforce the 
rights of complainants against the acts of railroads and also in 
behalf of the general public. 

In late years, in several of the Western and in some of the South- 
ern States there has been shown a very decided tendency in legisla- 
tion to increase the efficiency of these railroad commissions by con- 
ferring upon them directly the power to fix and revise the rates to 
be charged by these corporations for the transportation of persons 
and property. This legislation is based upon the now settled doc- 
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trine that each State is clothed with the power to regulate, control 
and determine the question of rates, and what are reasonable rates, 
in respect to transportation of persons and property by railways 
within its limits, so that it does not interfere with the flow of inter- 
state commerce. In California this power to fix and determine rates 
is conferred upon its commission by direct constitutional provision. 
In Mississippi it is conferred by legislative enactment in the following 
terms found in section 6 of "An Act to provide for the regulation 
of freight and passenger rates on railroads in this State, and to cre- 
ate a commission to supervise the same and for other purposes," 
approved March 11, 1884: 

"Section 6. Be it further enacted^ That it shall be the duty of all 
persons or corporations who shall own or operate a railroad in this 
State, within thirty days after the passage of this Act, to furnish the 
commissioners with its tariff of charges for transportation of every 
kind, and it shall be the duty of said commission to revise said 
tariff or charges so furnished, and determine whether or not and in 
w^hat particular, if any, said charges are more than just compensa- 
tion for the services to be rendered, and whether or not unjust dis- 
crimination is made in such tariff of charges against any person, 
locality or corporation; and when said charges are corrected as 
approved by said commission, the commission shall then append a 
certificate of its approval to said tariff of charges; but in revising or 
establishing any and every tariff of charges it shall be the duty of 
said commission to take into consideration the character and nature 
of the service to be performed, and the entire business of such rail- 
road, together with its earnings from passenger and other traffic, 
and so revise such tariffs as to allow a fair and just return on the 
value of such railroad, its appurtenances and equipments; and it 
shall be the duty of said commission to exercise a w^atchful and 
careful supervision over every such tariff of charges and continue 
such tariff of charges from time to time as justice to the public and 
each of said railroad companies may require, and to increase or 
reduce any of said rates according as experience and business opera- 
tions may show to be just; and said commission shall accordingly 
fix tariffs of charges for those railroads failing to furnish tariffs as 
above required." 

And to the end that the powers granted to the commission of Mis- 
sissippi might be fully confirmed, sustained and enforced, it was 
further provided in section 23 of the same Act — 

" That if any railroad company or person or corporation operat- 
ing any railroad in this State shall violate any of the provisions of 
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this Act or the tariff of charges as fixed by said commission, such 
company, person, or corporation shall be liable to a penalty of five 
hundred dollars for each violation not otherwise provided for, and 
such penalty may be recovered by an action to be brought in the 
name of the State of Mississippi in any county where such viola- 
tion may occur or injury or wrong be done. The commission shall 
institute such action through the district attorney of the proper 
district, and no such suit shall be dismissed without the consent of 
the court and of said commission; and if any district attorney shall 
neglect for thirty days after notice to bring any such suit, the com- 
mission may direct some attorney-at-law to bring the same, and his 
fee therefor shall be fixed by the court and shall not exceed fifty 
per cent, of the amount collected, and the district attorney shall 
not interfere in such suit, and the same shall not be dismissed with- 
out consent as aforesaid ; provided^ that in all trials of cases brought 
for a violation of any tariff of charges as fixed by the commission 
it may be shown in defense that such tariff so fixed was unjust." 

This Act was directly called in question in the case of Stone et al. 
vs. Yazoo & Mississippi Valley Railroad Company, decided in the 
supreme court of said State at its April term, 1885. In referring to 
the power of the State, the court says: 

" Whatever the charter rights of the appellee there are many 
public regulations the State may law^fully adopt, and it may commit 
their enforceraent to any agency of its selection. It may entrust the over- 
sight and supervision of the operations of railroads to a commission 
charged with the duty of guarding against abuses the State has a 
right to correct. * * * * We hold that the State had the 
right to create an agency of the State to exercise such supervision 
as it may lawfully employ over railroads within its limits." 

(See 62 Miss., pages 607-645.) 

The powers conferred on the railroad and warehouse commission 
of the State of Illinois are similar to those conferred upon the com- 
mission of Mississippi, but is conferred in more emphatic and per- 
emptory terms. The commission of Illinois was created in 1871, 
but was not clothed with full powers to fix and declare schedules of 
rates until 1885, when by Act of the legislature the following di- 
rection in terms were given : 

"The railroad and warehouse commissioners are hereby directed 
to make, for each of the railroad corporations doing business in 
this State, as soon as practicable, a schedule of reasonable maxi- 
mum rates of charges for the transportation of passengers and 
freights and cars of each of said railroads; and said schedule 
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shall, in all suits brought against such railroad corporations where- 
in is in any way involved the charges of any s'uch railroad corpo- 
ration for the transportation of any passengers or freight or cars or 
unjust discrimination in relation thereto, be deemed and taken in 
all courts of this State as prima facie evidence that the rates therein 
fixed are reasonable maximum rates of charges for transportation 
of passengers and freights and cars ui)on the railroads for which 
said schedules may have been respectively prepared. Said commis- 
sioners shall, from time to time, as often as circumstances may re- 
quire, change and revise said schedules. When any schedule shall 
have been made or revised, as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of said 
commissioners to have the same printed, * * * * and said 
commissioners shall furnish two copies of such printed schedule to 
the president, general superintendent or receiver of each railroad 
company or corporation doing business in this State." 

The powers of the commissions of Iowa and Minnesota are sub- 
stantially the same as that of Illinois, though not conferred in so 
direct and positive terms. Each has the power to examine into all 
matters pertaining to railroad operations affecting the interest of 
the people and if, in their judgment, any change in the rates of 
passengers or freights would be reasonable and in the interest of 
the public, the commissions are required to notify the corporations 
of the same, and if such corporations do not comply within a 
reasonable time the commissions are authorized to have proceeding 
commenced m the courts through the Attorney General to enforce 
the same. 

Under these statutes Iowa and Minnesota, when a case is brought 
into court involving a reduction of rates as recommended by the 
commission, the question of the reasonableness of the reductions 
recommended must of necessity be the controlling issue to be de- 
termined And this would be the question to be determined under 
a statute fixing and prescribing maximum rates, if such rates were 
unreasonable as respects the rights and interests of the railroads; 
for the power to regulate railway transportation by the States is a 
power that must be exercised with reasonableness and justice and 
not in a way to destroy the vested interests of those who own the 
capital invested in railroads. 

The right of the legislatures of the several States to exercise 
their powers to regulate fares and freights on railroads through 
commissions empowered to make and prescribe schedules of rates 
and to revise, alter and amend them as circumstances may require, 
is no longer an open question, provided that such schedules of rates 
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are reasonable and their reasonableness may always be tested in 
the courts. 

In the history of legislation by the several States in respect to 
the regulation of railway transportation through the agency of 
commissions, there is but a single instance where a State, having 
once established a commission, has abandoned this method of con- 
trol, and that is in the State of New York. In 1855 this State 
established a commission, but the law was repealed the following 
year. In 1882 a new railroad commision was created for this State, 
emphasizing, as it were, the fact that experience had taught that 
the regulation of transportation by railway can be best accom- 
plished through the agency of commissions. 

The commission has made examination into the legislation of 
most of the States respecting the establishment of freight and pass- 
enger rates on railroads by direct legislative enactment, and find 
that in a number of States passenger rates have been so regulated, 
but have not found a single enactment in any State attempting to 
prescribe a general schedule of freight rates. Enactments like the 
Hoult law may be found. Thus in California it is enacted that 
when rates are once lowered they may not again be raised. The 
absence of such legislation in the several States is doubtless to be attrib- 
uted to the fact that it is in a large degree impracticable. Acts 
regulating passenger rates may be easily formulated and their rea- 
sonableness easily judged of, but not so'with freight rates. At this 
time the usual classification of freights include five classes. Differ- 
ent rates are to be fixed for each class for the varying distances 
to be transported, both in carload lots and for less than carload lots, 
for each station on an entire line of road. Thus there are about 
seventy stations on the line of the Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company in this State. To prepare a schedule of general rates 
for all of these stations involves the consideration of some seven 
hundred different rates. In addition to a schedule of general rates 
there are a large class of commodities, such as grain, flour, mill- 
feed, wool, lumber, fruit, vegetables, and other commodities and 
products that cannot be included in a general, schedule of rates but 
must be transported at special rates, and the conditions under 
which they are to be transported are constantly changing which re- 
quire a greater or less flexibility in rates to meet these changes and 
conditions. Another difficulty in the way of fixing a schedule of 
rates for all the roads in the State is, that such a schedule of rates 
wBich would be reasonable for one road would not be likely to be 
reasonable on another line differently situated and surrounded. 
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A schedule of rates which would be reasonable for the Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Company's road with its vast volume of 
business, through and local, might not be just or reasonable to the 
other roads of the State w4th a greatly less volume of business and 
very differently situated. Some imagine that some enactment 
formulated on a mileage basis of freight transportation would solve 
the whole problem of freight transportation. The impracticability 
of such a scheme may readily be seen by reference to the estimated 
average card of transporting freight per ton per mile on the several 
lines of road in this State, from which it will be seen that it costs 
on the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company's linel cent; on 
the Oregon & California road, 2 90-100 cents; on the Willamette 
Valley & Coast road, 3 7-10 cents; on the Oregonian Railway (Lim- 
ited) line, 7 1-10 cents; on the Ncirthern Pacific road, 1 24-100 
cents, and on the Portland & Willamette Valley road 5 25-100 cents 

{er ton per mile for the transportation of their respective freights, 
f the mileage basis to be taken should be in respect to each class 
of freight as now classified the same diflBculties would be encoun- 
tered in each class of freight, though in a modified form. The ex- 
perience of the several States which have dealt with these questions, 
as shown in their legislative reports, it is confidently believed, fur- 
nishes the best light and the safest guide to the solution of this 
question. 

s'tate policy. 

Little need be added in regard to the policy the State should per- 
sue in respect to the regulation of railroad transportation .therein. 
The creation of a commission by the last legislative assembly may 
be accepted as a definite declaration of its policy as to the agency 
through which the State is to exert its power and authority in this 
respect. The action then taken by the legislature in creating such 
an agency was generally well received throughout the State, both 
by the people at large and by the press of the State, and nothing 
has since occurred to impeach the wisdom or timeliness of that act. 
The fact that some of the powers intended to be conferred on the 
commission by the legislature have miscarried because the same 
were set out in too indefinite or ambiguous terms to admit of their 
enforcement, as has since been held by the supreme court, ought not 
to deter the legislature from perfecting the plan and policy then 
entered upon. All will agree that in some way the legislature 
should furnish the people some means of protection against discrim- 
inations and the exaction of unreasonable rates by transportation 
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companies for services rendered. Upon the other hand, it is equally- 
true that the wisest and best policy of the State will be, while furn- 
ishing the people such remedies for their protection as their interest 
may reasonably require, to guard with equal care the rights and 
interests of the railroads themselves. 

The subject is not free from difificulties, both in legislation and in 
matters of administration, but we are fully persuaded, after, careful 
investigation into the history of railway transportation and the leg- 
islation respecting the same in all the States, that the wisest and 
most prudent course for Oregon is to follow the light and lead 
of those States which pioneered their way through the same condi- 
tions and questions which now environ us to a substantial mastery 
of the situation in a just and reasonable solution of the problem. 

In respect to classification of freights the commission have not 
found it necessary or advisable to recommend any change. The 
classification adopted by the roads in this State is mainly that 
known as the Western classification, and is believed to be as well 
adapted for its purposes as any that could be suggested. 

As to what changes in freight rates should be made, the board has 
made recommendations to the several roads of such changes as it 
thought were reasonable and in the interest of the general public. 
These recommendations have been set out in full in a former part of 
the report, to which reference may be had. The changes recom- 
mended relate wholly to the charges on grain for the reason that a 
reduction of freight rates on the export product of the farm would 
be more beneficial to the producing classes than if made on general 
merchandise. 

In part these recommendations were assented to by the company 
to be affected, with very considerable benefit to the grain producers 
on the line of this road; the receipts of the Oregon Railway & Nav- 
igation Company for tlie year 1887 being affected thereby to the 
extent of $165,000, as stated by the manager, W. H. Holcomb, 
which was that much saved to the farmers, and the benefit, from 
the reduction gained, for 1888 will certainly not be less than those 
of the preceding year. 

As already intimated in the report, the well-considered opinion of 
the board is that the reduction in freight rates can be best and most 
judiciously secured from time to time as the conditions and earnings 
of the railroads themselves will permit without unreasonably cur- 
tailing their revenue, and that thi^ can be secured with justice to 
the railroads and to the best interests of the people only through a 
commission fully empowered to make, revise and amend schedules 
6 
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of rates; and the board is also of the opinion that to atttempt the 
needed reform by asserting the power of the State to regulate with 
reasonableness and justice freight charges by a straight-jacket of 
inflexible rates established by a maximum rate law, will be found 
impractable. 

In June, 1888, the commission sent out to many shippers and 
business men, having dealings with the railroad companies of the 
State in transportation matters, circular letters making inquiry in 
respect to any discriminations made by the transportation compa- 
nies of the State. To these letters of inquiry only a few answers 
were received and these disclosed nothing to base an investigation 
upon. The discriminations brought to the attention of the com- 
mission have related to interstate commerce. That there are dis- 
criminations in freights in respect to places and routes is not 
unlikely, but none have come to the knowledge of the commission. 
If the people who are affected by any such discriminations do not 
come forward and furnish to the commission suflicient information 
to enable it to begin an investigation into such matters, it is hardly 
possible for it to come to its knowledge, if such discriminations 
exist. 

SUGGESTIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The commission suggests that the capital invested in the railroads 
of the State is now very large and will steadily increase in the 
future. That the capital claimed by the diflferent corporations to be 
invested in their respective roads, as show^n by their reported capi- 
tal stock and bonded debts, is in most instances far in excess of the 
cash value of the properties themselves. The corporate control and 
management of this invested capital in the railroads of the State 
involves in a large degree the control of the commerce of the State, 
and will in the future, as it has sometimes done in the past, prove 
oppressive to the people if left unrestrained to seek the largest pos- 
sible profits that railway traffic will bear. 

The corporations controling the railway lines of the State are the 
oreations of the State or exercise their rights in subordination to its 
power and control, hence it is the first duty of the State to protect 
its people from the injustice and oppression of its own corporate cre- 
ations. Therefore, the board recommends such additional legisla- 
tion as will clearly define its powers and furnish efficient means to 
■enforce its findings. 

THE WORK OF THE COMMISSION. 

The commissioners came to their work without any personal expe- 
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rience or special training fitting them specially for the duties 
devolved upon them by the Act creating the board. The field was 
entirely new and unexplored, besides the law under which they 
were called to act was both defective and ambiguous, as has since 
been declared by the supreme court. These were not only embar- 
rassing but served to make their labors more exacting. 

We now place the results of our labors before the legislative 
assembly of the State for its judgment and criticism. 

We have purposed and labored to lay before your honorable body 
everything relating to the operations of railroads within the State 
that could in any way furnish information in respect to their busi- 
ness relations with the people. It has been our purpose to be accu- 
rate and impartial, and trust that our work will be found satis- 
factory.

Dear Sir: We, having examined the condition of Dalles City, Oregon, as respects depot 
accommodations, and finding that said city is without any depot building or other facilities for the 
accommodation of the traveling public arriving and departing; therefrom,' would respectfully rep- 
resent to you that we deem the early construction of depot buildings at said point a matter of great 
importance, and would recommend that suitable depot buildings be at once constructed with such 
accommodations as will meet the requirements of said city. This recommendation is urged for 
the reason that the present aiTangements for stopping paNsenger trains partly in the ^treet and 
partly over Mill creek, is inconvenient, unsatisfactory and even dangerous. 

SECOND RECOMMENDATION, 

The board would recommend to the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company, that its tariff of 
rates on wheat, flour, oats, barley, rye, farina, flaxseed, and potatoes be reduced to the following 
schedule of rates when in carload lots of 20,000 pounds, ftom all points east within the State to 
Portland : 



Dalles, Summit and intermediate point* — 15 cents per 100 pounds. 

Celil ', DesChutes and intermediate points— 16 cents per 100 pounds. 

Grants, John Day. Quinn and intermediate points — 17 cents per 100 pounds. 

Blalock, Arlington, Willows, Shipburg, Castle Rock, Coyote, Stokes and intermediate points— 
18 cents per 100 pounds. 

Umatilla Junction. Foster, Echo and intermediate points— 19 cents per 100 pounds. 

Barnhart, Eastland, Centerville, LaGrande, North Powder, Huntington, Juniper, Pendleton, 
Adams, Cayuse, Union, Baker City, Cold Springs, Milton, Blue Mountain and intermediate points 
—20 cents per 100 pounds. 

And the board would also recommend that the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company reduce 
their tariflFof rates on wool, when in sacks or compressed bales, to the following schedule of rates, 
to-wit : from all points east within the State to Portland, Oregon.

Dear Sir : Yours of the 2l8t instant, transmitting the revised schedule of freight rates on 
grain from points in Eastern Oregon to Portland, has been received. 

While we are gratified that some reduction of rates has been made in favor of the producer, we 
feel constrained to protest that the reductions made are insufficient to meet the just demands of 
the public. 

The reductions made in the revised schedule are only one-half those recommended by us. 

The difference between your company and ourselves is radical, and holding as we do that your 
revised rates are, notwithstanding the reductions made, still unreasonable, exorbitant and unju.-t. 
we think it right to give t<» you and to the public the facts and reasons which in our judgment call 
for the full reduction recommended. 

We concede that the company is entitled to a reasonable income upon the capital invested in 
its roads after deduction of operating expenses, the annual cost of repairs and renewals. 

From the returns of the company made to the Secretary of State for the year 1886, we gather the 
following facts :

The last two items in the above statement are transferred from the expense statement because 
they are in the nature of permanent investments, being betterments. 

The gross earnings are given at f4, 151, 609 88 

The exi)ense account is 1,895,022 10 

Net earnings $2,256,587 78 

This gives five and six-tenths per cent, income on the investment, estimated as above. 
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But there is a wide diflference in the investment as above shown and the actual cost of all the 
property of the company. 

It is stated in its report for 1886 that the total cost of all property of every description, includ- 
ing? ocean steamers, river and sound boats, barges and wharves is $:t2, 924, 433. 72. Upon this 
amount the net earnings would pay interest at the rate of six and eight-tenths per cent. 

We do not at this time seek to discuss the cause or reason of this diflference between the actual 
cost of the property of the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company and its invested capital, but 
merely note the fact as bearing on the question of the reduction «»f rates. 

What the value of the ocean steamers, river and s«>und boats, barges and wharves, referred to 
as constituting a part of the property of the company is, we have no certain or direct means of 
knowing, but we ao know from the company's report that these steamers, river and sound boats 
in 1886 transported 123, 413, 009 tons of freight and merchandise, while its railroad division carried 
in the same year 134,898,197 tons of freight or mcchandise, showing that the company's business 
on its water lines was equal in value to the freight business of its railway lines. 

It is not to be presumed that the company carried on this large business in steamships, ri^er 
and sound boats for amusement, or without profit. It received two and six-tenths cents per ton 
per mile for freight carried on its railway lines. What it received on water carriage we do not 
know; certainly not less than one-half of one cent per ton per mile, and probably more. At this 
rate its water transportation of freights would show gross earnings of $617,008.33. 

It cost forty-five and six-tenths per cent, of the gross ea-nings of its railroad to meet expenses. 
Applying this ratio to the gross earnings on its water lines on the basis taken, and it sh(Avs over 
eight per cent, net earnings oii freight alone carried on its steamers, river and sound boats, on an 
investment of $4,000,000. Certainly whatever part of the actual investment of the company is 
represented by its steamers, river and sound boats, barges and wharves, ought to be deducted from 
its capital entitled to income from the net earnings of its railway busines-. 

As to what would be a reafcouable per cent, upon capital invested in railroads in Oregon, there 
would of course be difference of opinion, but we submit that five p r cent, would he regarded by 
all intelligent, disiutere'^ted men as ample. Such a rate would serve to keep such railroad at or 
above par. Then reducing the total investment of $37, 9/0, 310. 43 ^'y the sum o $4, 000, 000 as repre- 
senting the company's steamers, river and sound boats, etc., we have substantially $;^4,<KX), 000 of 
invested capital entitled to income from net earnings. Upon this amount the net earnings of 1886 
would give an interest of six and three-tenths per cent., or one and three-tenths per cent, more 
than a reasonable income, which would make a surplus of $400,000 over a rea-'Onable income for 
1886, near four-fifths of the loss which a reduction of rates as recommended by us on the basis of 
the business of 1886. 

What the state of the company's business for this year is and has been, we have no data before 
us, but it is not doubted that it is increased. The country through which its lines nin is rapidly 
developing, the imports must have largely increased ; and while the exports of grain may have 
remained stationary, the whole bu.siness of the country must have largely increased ; besides, the 
coming year will furnish a great increase of transportation over any preceding year. 

The grain crop al ne will doubtless increase that class of freight from twenty-five to thirty- 
three per cent, over 1886, and quite reimburse the company for any losses sustained by the reduc- 
tions recommended. 

It is suggested in your letter " that it is a well known fact that the Oregon Railway & Naviga- 
tion Company's road is an expensive one to ope ate and it should not be compared with eastern 
lines. (By eastern lines, I mean lines between Chicago and the Missouri river.) " 

It may be, and doubtless is true that the Oregon Railway & Naviiration Company's lines are 
somewhat mo e costly to operate than roads in older sections of the country, but we think that a 
comparisonSwith other roads in the Northwest will furnish much light on this subject, and will 
show that our recommendations are both reasonable and entirely justified by the facts, and for 
that purpose we submit the following table, showing gross earnings, net earnings and expenses 
per mile of certain railroads :

It will be seen from'the foregoing table that the rate"? recommended are from eight to twenty- 
seven per cent, higher than the rates of Illinois, and at all points west of the Blue mountains the 
rates will average the same as the rates on the St. Paul and Manitoba road to thirty per cent, nbove 
them. 

The proposed rate from Pendleton is five per cent, higher than the rates of said road. 

The rates proposed for points ea^-t of the Blue mountains are a little lower than the rates of 
said road for same distances. The reasons which, from the first, operated to induce the Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Company to cla>s all points east of the jBlue mountains as common points 
wiih Pendleton, for out-bound freights, have lost none of their force and should be regarded now 
as heretofore. 

From all the facts herein given we are satisfied that our recommendations ought in reasf-n and 
justice to be complied with by the company, but there is one other and even Uioro co.ent reason 
yet to be stated in favor of the reductions recommended: For the la^t three years the average 
market value of wheat in the city of Portland nas not exceeded about the sum of 68 cents per 
bushel. It costs 4 cents per bushel to sack it, and whenever the farmer is so remote as to cmII for 
H per ton transportation, or 12 cents per bushel, with 2 cents more for handliug and commission, 
making a total of 18 cents for putting it in to market, there is but 60 cents per bushel at the depot 
left for the farmer and there is no part of this State where wheat con be raised at a less price. Any 
attempt at imposing transportation rates that will reduce the price of wheat below 50 cents 
per bushel at the depot, must of necessity restrict its, product ion, stagnate and depress all business, 
depreciate values, lessen consumption, and retard the development of the country, and no inter- 
est will suffer from the evil results ot such a course sooner or more intensely than will the rail- 
roads themselves. Under such conditions it is not so much a question, whether the railroads are 
earning a reasonable return of their investment, as whether it can better afford to tran.sport the 
grain at a price that will induce its production and yield it some profit, or insist upon such rates as 
must restrict and lessen its production and thereby lessen the receipts of the road by lessening the 
freight it mi^ht, under a more liberal policy, have to carry. 

A reduction of rates to the point recommended will, in our rpinion, give pretty general satis- 
faction, but any reduction short of that will not, and, in our judgment, ought not to be accepted 
as satisfactory. 

We hope that the company will reconsider the question of reduction of rates and adopt those 
recommended by us.

Your favor of June 10, 1887, transmitting the action of the Oregon State grange with reference 
to reported violations of the Hoult law by the railroads of this State, has been received and laid 
belore the commission. The action of the grange is embodied in the following resolution : 

" Resolved, That it is the duty of the railroad commij^sion, established by this State, to inquire 
into this violation of the law, and endeavor to have the law obeyed ; also, that it is ihe duty of 
said commission to generally inquire into the general management of the railroads of the State, 
and that said commission should do so of its own motion without waiting for complaint from citi- 
zens who may be -aggrieved." 

The commission has at all times recognized the fact that under the law creating the same it is 
empowered upon its own motion to make inquiry into violations of any and all laws of the State 
respecting the transportation of freights and passengers, and that too without the formal complaint 
of any citizen ; and being so empowered, the commission also recognizes the further fact that it is 
its bounden duty to make all needful investigations into such violations whenever and wherever 
it can gain information. The commission would, however, respectfully suggest that their eflforts 
to perform this duty would be very greatly facilitated, if the people who know of any such viola- 
tions would promptlv furnish the commission with the facts which go to the establishment of the 
violations charged.

Dear Sir : Your telegram of June 10 is now before us. You say " the agent at Roseburg noti- 
fied me that he has been requested to furnish you a statement showing the shipment from Rose- 
bu'g of grain, flour, feed and millstuffs forwarded for the year ending August 31, 1887. While it is 
the intention of the undersigned to comply with th" provisions of the Act creating the State rail- 
road commission, and while he is willing to give all the information required by the law, he sub- 
mits to your consideration whether such information should not be furnished through him, it 
being impossible for a station agent to comply with the request in a^Jdiiion to the fullillment of his 
other duties toward the railroad company and the public. The station agent's books are not kept 
in such a form as to allow such abstract to be made with correctness, and without unnecessary loss 
of time. The information is all compile«i in the head oftices and we beg you therefore to suggest 
a reconsideration of your request, and to address the same to me, when answer will be cheerfully 
and promptly given." 

We certainly do not desire to put you or your company to unnecessarj- trouble or labor, and as 
anile such information as that called lor of your Roseburg a/ent will be called for from the head 
office, but we beg to inform you that we can not consent to this as an inflexible rule. The law 
under which we are acting certainly gives us the power and right to exact information , not only 
from the head office but from any and all subordinate offices, and from ail your officers and agents, 
and in this (ionuection we beg to call your careful attention to the provisions of sections 11, 22 and 
23 of the Act creating the board of railroad commissioners, under which we are acting. Our 
inquiries we think were entirely within the statute. We had a right to put your agent under oath, 
but we did not choose to do so. The facts are we were in Roseburg making some investigation 
tending freight, in the solution of which the information called for was likely to throw s«.me light, 
and being pressed for time, we asked to be f\imished the facts desired. Your agent informed us 
that the statement would be made with less interruption of business and inconvenience to himself 
if he were allowed a little time, and make it himself, than would be occasioned by an examina- 
tion of the books by the board, and that he could furnish our clerk with the statement the follow- 
ing morning, so that we might have the inormation before us to-day. Desiring to accommodate 
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your ajjent, this plan was adop'efl. The information, however, was not furnished, and we must 
infer from the fact, and from your telegram that he was instructed not to furnish the-same. With 
all due respect we heg to assure you that we must insist on our right to such information, 
not only through your head oflftce but at all the stations alon^ your lines, and therefore stiggest that 
you instruct your agents at all points and stations on your lines that it is their imperative duty to 
lUrnish us with all information in their possession relating to your transportation and passenger 
traffic whether the same be contained in the books, letters or papers in their office or otherwise 
within their knowledge.

Dear Sir : Yours of the 26th ult. received and the contents duly noted. You complain that 
the Oregon & California I Railway Company discriminates against you by charging $18 per carload 
from your place to Roseburg, distance 14)^ miles, and charge the same from Oak Grove to Rose- 
burg, distance 16 miles. Under the Hoult law this would not be discrimination, as that law is dis- 
tinctly limited to persons, and not between places. At mo^t it would be an overcharge or an 
excessive charge. We find by looking at the table of distances of the Oregon & California Rail- 
way Company that Oak Grove is set down 18 miles from Roseburg. Your place being 1% miles 
nearer Roseburg, would be 16^^ miles from Roseburg, instead of \4}4 miles as you gave it. By the 
published rates of the company the di.'^tance of 15 miles and unuer 20 miles, is $18 per carload. 
Your place being over 15 miles, would necessarily take the rate to $18 per carload. As to the 25 
cents above this rate we see no explanation. Now as to the point that they charge you $2.50 per 
carload for freighting wheat to Dillard's, 6 miles, seemingly to compel you to take your wheat to 
Dillard's to be cleaned instead of Roseburg. We suppose that you mean tliat the railway company 
charge you $2.50 extra to Dillard's on wheat that must be cleaned before shipment, and will not 
take It by Dillard's to Roseburg for the purpose of being cleaned. The company has a rule, in fact 
it is a rule on all the roads of the State, not to haul wheat by a warehouse Having facilities to 
clean it The rewson is no doubt to give each warehouse a fair chance to clean all wheat neare^^t 
and tributary to it. Whether such a rule does not serve to keep up the price of cleaning wheat, we 
are not informed, but it appears to us that such might be the tendency of it. But at present we are 
not sufllciently advised to make any recommendation in that respect. However, a test case is now 
under consideration in which $16 was charged from Tangent to Albany, distance 7 miles, for one 
carload of wheat. A conclusion will probably be reached to-day. Should the board find this 
charge unreasonable it will probably recommend a reduction on ail short hauls, and if successful 
in Its recommendation, the relief you seek will [ ] your case >\ith all the rest along the line.

Dear Sir : Yours of November 23d received, and we would say: On examination of the pub- 
lished rates of the Oregon Railway <fe Navigation Company, it is found that timothy seed is placed 
in class 2, merchandise at SI. 50 per 100 pounds from Portland to La (rrande. The board has insti- 
tuted suit against uie Oregon Railway & Navigation Company in the circuit court of the 6th judi- 
cial district on a test case for the purpose of trying the power of the commission to enforce its 
findings in the courts. 

While the charge you complain of is manifestly unreasonable, and therefore in violation of the 
Hoult law, the board does not deem it advisable to multiply cases until a decision is reached in the 
one now in the courts. In any event, y:)u will have first to pay the charges and then make formal 
complaint to the board of having been compelled to pay an overcharge.

Dear Sir : We, the undersigned, give this our written statement concerning the killing of a 
cow near Toledo, March 18, 1887 : I was running the train, No. :}, of that date. Left Yaquina on 
time ai.d passed mill 4 on time, and to the best of our judgment did not exceed eight miles per 
hour at no time between Yaquina and Toledo. It was very foggy on the morning of that date, 
so much so that it was impossible to see an object ahead more than 150 or 200 feet. I was iu 
caboose at rear end of train, approaching Toledo, and when near whistling post (about one 
quarter of a mile from Toledo) heard engineer whistle down brakes. The brakes were applied 
immediately by the trakesmen, and the train brought to a full stop. I got (»ff train and saw a 
man standing looking at a cow lying just outside of railroad track. I spoke io him and asked 
him it he owned the cow. He said he did. He said it was a three-year-old and with calf, and 
valued very highly by him. 1 did not ask him his name as I did not think of it at the time. I 
made the remark that the railroad track was not a good place to herd stock. The h« ad brakes- 
man was on head end of train when the engine struck the cow. The engineer, fireman and 
brakesman say they saw two critters on the tiack about 100 feet ahead of the engine. The cattle 
moved off the track, and in a few momenta another critter became visible about fifty feet ahead 
of engine and a man close behind. The engineer called for brakes, reversed the engine and 
applied the air brake, but were too close and struck the cow. The man appeared to be driving 
the cow, but did not seem to make any attempt to drive the cow from the track.

Dear Sir : We, the undersigned, do here give a written statement concerning the killing of 
a critter on the 18th. inst. Being train 3, left mill 4 on time, anrt to the best of my judgment did 
not exceed eight miles per hour between mill 4 and Toledo, and could not see over 200 feet ahead, 
the fug beiu^ so heavy. About a quarter of a mile west of Toledo saw two head of stock about 
a hundred feet ahead, coming towards us. They got off, and another became visible about fifty 
feet further ahead, with a man close behind, who said he was driving and owned the animal. I 
called for brakes, reversed engine and applied air ; but being too close to stock struck the animal 
and passed it about four car lengths and stopped. Did not see the man moke any attempt to 
drive the cow ott' the track.

We consider 
t a perfectly plain case of coniributory negligence upon the part of the plaintiflf, and must refuse 
to entertain any character of settlement, except forced to do so by the action of the courts. 

It has been the habit of this company to settle all claims for stock promptly and satisfactorily 
to claimants. This case, however, we consider one of attempted imposition, and when the facts 
are known to your honorable* board we can but imagine that you will argce with the defendant a» 
to the validity of Mr. Jones' claim.

The commis- 
sion would respectfully refer you to the provisions of sections 11 to In, inclusive, and secrion 18 
of said Act. and also ^n Act approved February 21, 1887, under which sections and Act the commis- 
sion has no doubt of its power to make the examination and findings referred to. Of course the 
commission has no power to enforce its findings except through the courts, in which proceeding 
the powers and jurisdiction of the commission may be fully inquired into and passed upon. The 
question now resolves itself into whether the company will pay this claim according to the find- 
ings of the commis ion, or await proceedings in the courts either in the name of the claimant or 
at the instance of the board.

Gentlemen: I write you these lines for this purpose: On the 17th of December last as the 
California excursion train was retuning from Portlana, when pa^^sing through Tangent, they ran 
over a horse of mine. The train was running at a very rapid speed, which was doubtless the canse 
of the accident. The horse was taken in charge by the section bass, who had him valued. He 
was appraised by men selected by the boss at $S5. I have been trying to get Mr. Kochler to pay for 
him, and even proposed to compromise with him rather tl-an to hav e any troubl»». They refused 
to pay me upon the grounds that the horse was on depot grounds. Upon inquir\' I find that the 
law does not exempt them, but still they refuse. A lawyer advised me to do what I could vith 
tthem first; then apply to you. Sol ask of you as a law-abiding citizen to make them pay for 
this horse without cost to me. I have before me evidence that they have paid damages on 
depot grounds. I can prove easily that the excursion train was running at an unlawful speed in 
approaching said depot, or at least they were runnii g unusually fast. They hnve killed stock for 
two of my neighbors and have refused to pay them, when the damages were done in the neigh- 
bor's fields. Corporations should not be unjustly dealt with because they are corporations, but 
they should be compelled to do Justice to individuals, just as individuals are with one ai. other. I 
-am not able to sustain this loss by ca- ele.<sness or recklessm-ss of others. I am trying to make an 
honorable living, and when wronged simply ask to have justice done me. I am not an anti- 
monopolist ; all I want is to prevent them irom infringing upon individual citizens because their 
ope.ations are larger and have more money. Please attend to this at your earliest and let me hear 
from you.

Sins : In reply to your letter of 5th, asking for further information in reference to the killing 
of my.horse on December 17th by the California excursion train, I here answer yoin: questions to 
the best of my ability : 

"State the rate of speed the said train was running?" 

The train was running very fast, much faster than any other train had run by here, to all 
appearances, as all who saw ii. can testify ; and when the train whistled for passing ihe station, 
ab'ut 400 yards distant, it did not slow iip or check the speed at all until just before it struck the 
hor.-e. 

•'How far from the depot building was the horse killed?" 

We have no depot buildings here — only a platform. The horse was about 200 feet from this 
platform, as all who saw it think. 

"What effoit<, if any, were made to slow up or check the train ?" 

None whatever that any one discovered, until just a few feet before the horse was hit. 

"How far did the horse travel on the track before being struck by the engine?" 

About 200 feet, as could best be judged by measurement. 

The whole facts in the case are about these : The train was running at "break-neck" speed, 
everybody looking on who had discovered the train. They whistled the usual distance from the 
platform, but did not check tlie sp'-ed at all. About aoo yards before they struck the horse they 
sounded the alarm-whistle, but did not check the speed until just before they struck the horse. 
Thev had seen the horse for 300 yards. The track is a bee-line ; nothing to obstruct sicht, not even 
a railroad building on the grounds. I and my family witnessed the fast running fcom my house, 
but we did not see or know any harm was done until afterwards. The distances as to how far the 
ho.^se went was seen by those who both saw the train and horse. The horse was valued under 
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the supervision of the railroad section boss. The feeling of the eye-witnesses was that it was more 
an act of cruelty than otherwise, as it eon Id have been so easily avoided. 

I here send vou a statement of the eye-witnesses to both train running and kiP'ng the horse. 
Mr. Jesse A. McGee requet^ta me to state in this letter that he saw the whole affair except the 
striking of the horse, as a barn was between him and the horse when hit. He wns on his porch. 

Brother Bell, you know all about the track and station here. The statement of others, which 
I here send, was unhesitatingly made, so I here submit the whole to your judgment.

Dear Sir : You refer to us for advice as to your duty in connection therewith, the very polite 
communication addressed to you by tlie honoiable railroad commis ioners with reference to the 
killingof a horse belonging to Mr. P. A. Moses, upon the depot grounds of the Oregon & California 
Railroad ( om^any at Tangt-nt, the owner and commissioners bt^ing of opinion that j^ou are liable 
for killing the animal, under the statute of Oregon approved February 21, 1887, bec.iu.se the track 
was noi there fenced, and without regard to the question of negligence on the part of the train 
hands at the time. The statute referred to (Laws 18S7, page-* 50 lo .')•.:) is capable of that construc- 
tion, if the language used is solely to be regar ed. But in other States where laws of similar char- 
act*»r and equally stringent m import have been enacted, the courts have held universally, so far 
as has come to our attention, that depot grounds are not included within the spirit, intent or letter 
of the law. 

By the Illinois statute, " every railroad corporation " is required to " erect and maintain fences 
on both sides of its road, or so much of it as is open for use, suitable and sufhcient to prevent cattle, 
etc., from getting on such railroad, except at the crossings of public roads and highwavs, and 
within such portions of cities and incorporated towns and villages as are or may hereafter be laid 
out and platted into lots and blocks, * * ♦ and to construct and maintain at all 

road crossings * * * cattle-guards, * * ♦ ^^^1 when such fences 

and cattle-guards ore not made ♦ ♦ ♦ p^ich railroad corpor ttions are made liable 

lor H.l damages which may be done by the agents, engines or cars of such corporation to such 
cattle, etc., thereon." 

Plaintiff's cow was killed by a train upon the depot ground of the company, which depot was 
not within any city or incorporated town or village, but at a sta'ion called Marblehead, and 
plaintiff claimed that the railroad company was therefore liable for the value of the animal under 
said statute, because its depot ground at said sfation was not fenced, as required by said statute. 
But the court held that " it is made the duty of railway companies to establish depots, and so ope- 
rate their roads as to afford the public reasonable safety and dispatch in the transaction of busi- 
ness ; and to effect thi-', it is necessary that they sh«juld, at all reasonable times, provide a ready 
and convenient means of access to their stat ons and depots," and that said statute "is not 
intended to apply to public stations or depot giounds, although such station or depot grounds 
may not be within the limits of a village, town or city, or at a highway crossing." (Ill 111.. 114.) 

The court in its decision refers to 64 Mo., 73 ; 49 Mo., 199 ; 58 Mo., 78 ; 26 Iowa, 529 ; 36 Ind. 19 ; 
47 Mich., 265 ; 28 Mich., 515 ; 1 Redf. on Rys., 469 ; 1 Thomp. on Negligence, p. 519. sec. 24, as main- 
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taining the same doctnne. 

Thompson i7t ^>c says: "It is obvious that there are places along the line of every railroad 
when it is impossible and improper for the road to be fenced— where, for Instance, it is crossed by 
highways, or runs along a street, or at the depots, stations, etc., of the comp.iny, necessarily open 
for access by the public. In some instances, these places are specifically excepted from the opera- 
tiou of the statute by its terms ; in others, the courts have held that such exceptions are necessarily 
implied from the inconvenience whicli would follow any other interpretation. Jut in the one 
case or the other, the rule seems to be the same. Where injuries occur at places where the rail- 
road companies m^y not legally fence their tracks, the rights and liabilities of the parties are to be 
determined upon the general principles of the law of negligence, without regard to the statute con- 
cerning fences. In support of this proposition the author cites the foregoing cases, and a g:reat 
many others. 

You are not therefore liable for the killing of the horse of Mr. Moses because the depot ground 
was not fenced, but only if the animal was killed through negligence of those in charge of the train, 
without regard to the statute of Oregon concerning fences, above referred to.

It is not very definite, but the board understands from this letter that freight is charged $18 per car- 
load to Canby, and from Canby lo Portland, while from New Era it is only $11 per carload. On 
relerring to your published rates, we see that there is 81 difference per dhrload on each class of gen- 
eral merchandise, which would seem not unreasonable ; but a difl'erence of $7 per carload for a 
distance of four miles or less, seems to the board excessive and unreasonable. If there are special 
rates allowed to New Era please inform the board of the same and the reason therefor.

Dear Sir : The commission is in receipt of a shippping receipt given by the Oregon Railway 
& Navigation Company, June 16, 1887, for one four-wheel water tank with parts attached, received 
from Russell & Co., and shipped to Joseph Wright, Union, Oregon, weight given at 1,200 pounds. 
Also the freight bill for said water tank in which said tank is classified as analagous to an oil-tank 
wagon, weignt raised to 4,000 pounds, and charged :i^ freight. Freight paid under protest. These 
papers are referred to the commission under the claim that an injustice has been done by an 
improper classification of said tank. The actual weight of said tank was 1,270 pounds, as ascer- 
tained by actual weight. There has been some correspondence between Russell & Co, and the 
freight agent. B Campbell, of the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company. Upon examination of 
the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company's local freight classification, which took efllect 
April 1, 1887, the board finds no reference to oil tanks as oil-tank wagons therein and therefore 
conclude that the classification of the water lank in this case as "analagous to an oil-tank 
wagon " is a mistake. This water tank in reality was distinctly an attachment to an agricultural 
implement and should have been classified as such under the h« ad of " Agricultural Implements** 
not specified, and as this tank was hollow it doubtless would be rated as " light" and subject to 
double first-class rates, which on reference to tariff No. 224 was to Union, Oregon, $1.50 per 100 
pounds. Applying this rule to the tank in question, the freight should rightly have been ^30 
instead of $(50, making an excess of overcharge of $21.90 on freight, which the commissionera 
trust you will see the propriety of rectifying.

Dear Sir : Ou the 5th instant you were informed that on Monday, September 10th, the com- 
mission would consider the propriety of making a recommendation to your company t<j the rates 
on grain, and you were notified to be present in person or by attorney. Mr. B. Campbell, your gen- 
eral freight ayent, was present and represented the interests of your company. In the cour.-e of 
the conference the board proposed the following schedule of rates on grain to Portland, Oregon :

The commission would call your attention to the financial statement of your company for the 
year ending June 30, 1888, which kcems to justify this call. 

The company's gross earnings for the year ending June 30, 1888, were ?4, 542, 752 25 

For the previous year 3,981,6i»2 37 

Increase of gross earnings this year 9 561,059 88 

The net earnings for the year ending June 30, 1888 were $2,285,419 81 

An increase for the year of. $ 484,637 10 

Deduct from net earnings $902,150, interest on $6,000,000 bonds at 6 per cent, and on $10,843,- 
OOO bonds at 5 per cent., there will remain $1,383,268.81 subject to dividend on stocks which will 
give on $24,00u,000 stock 5.67 per cent. But your company carries ou under the same corporate 
establishment an extensive business of water transportation, the plant of which originally 
absorbed a large part of the original capital stock of the company. How much, the commission 
is not definitely informed ; but f. om data at hand the amount can not be less than $6,0OO,0UO. 
Deducting this amount from the whole capital stock would leave $18,000,000 entitled to dividends 
out of the earnings of its railway transpor a' ion business. Upon this basis the earnings show over 
7.5 percent, upon the capital slock inveted m its railway business after paying all expenses of 
operating and maintainauce and interest ou bonds. To what extent these reductiions would affect 
your income the commission is unable to estimate, not having received statement of freight for- 
warded by you for the years ending June 30, 1887-8. The amount of reduction m Oregon would 
not be likely to exceed $/5,000 or $l0u,00i».

Dear Sir : Answering your favor of September 11th, concerning reduction of rates, have 
to say: 

The difference in the rates now in eflfect, compared with those in effect prior to July 11, 1887. 
at the lime reductions were made by the Oregon Railway & Navigation i.ompany as a compromise 
with the rates in effect prev.ous to that time, it is estimated have cost the company in round num- 
bers, $165,000. The reductions you suggest, varying Irom two cents as a minimum, to a maximum 
of four cents, would again effect the revenues of this company to such an extent as to prohibit 
them from paying six per cent, on their capital stock, as it must be evident to vou that if we 
made a reduction from the points mentioned, it would also involve a reduction from different 
points in Washington Territory, which are comj)etitive to the points you mention. 

I note what you say in regard to the financial statement of this company for the year ending 
June 30, 1888, Please allow me to call your attction to the fact that of the net earnings for the 
year ending June 30, 188S. $177,197 applies to the Columbia & Palouse Railroad Company, ana are 
distinctly earnings within Washington Territory ; and also as you take into consideration the 
entire net earning of the railroad system, you should make allowance for taxes on such property, 
which were paid in Washington Territory, amounting to $14,658. So deducting the net earnings of 
the Columbia & Palouse Railroad Company and Washington Territory taxes, the net earnings of 
theOregon Railway & Navigation Company proper, both in Washington Territory and Oregon, 
for the year ending June 30, 1888. would be but $2,093,583, instead of $2,285,419, as you mention. 
While it may be true that of the capital stock of the company, $6,000,000 should be considered as 
applicable to our water lines, the net earnings of these lines show much less than the rail 
aivision. As I have always maintained ia discussing this matter with you, these different 
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divisions can not be 8ej?rej?ated and figured independently. The whole system must be consid- 
ered as one and inseparable. Supi>osing that the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company had no 
water lines but were dependent on other lines for getting the wheat product from Portland to the 
sea. Taking the past as a criterion, would not the result show that in a very short time there 
would be no outlet ? It has become necessary for this company, at great cost, to secure their own 
transportation for wheat from Portland to the sea to enable them to obtain wheat to ship f^om 
the interior country to Portland. The facilities afforded for ships to come into Puget Sound, and 
the lower charges lor towage and pilotage into thoe ports, made it imperative that this company 
should take immediate action to protect the rallroud division of their property. It is doubtflil in 
my mind whether the water lines have been given their proper proportion of the earnings, and 
whether the rail division has not had more than its proportion, when these things are taken into 
consi deration. 

As an actual fact, the gross earnings of the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company system 
are not enough to meet the the fixed charges and interest, by over $300,000, June 30, 1888. 

I should be very glad to open up the whole situation to your board, if they so desire, and leave 
it to their good judgment to decide whether it is practicable or not to segregate the earnings of 
the State ot Oregon and make them show a revenue that will permit of a reduction. The truth of 
the matter is, that if this is done it will not show a revenue that will permit of a reduction, and 
in view of the fact that as a matter of compromise in the past such large reductions have been 
made, we feel sure the commissioners will be willing to withdraw their recommendation at this 
time for a reduction. 

Another item that should not be lost sight of is this. There is an unusual amount of bridg- 
ing on the line of this company, over ten percent, of the mileage being costly and expensive 
bridges and trestle works. The natural life of this material is now expiring and for the next two 
years the operating expenses will be materially increased by the cost of renewing these biidges 
and tre«tle works. 

The same argument holds good in regard to track ties. Additional renewals will be required 
within the next three yedrs, and it is only fair that something should be allowed in estimating 
the operating expenses for.the increased cost in these items during the next three years. Una- 
voidable accidents always have occurred on railroads, and probably alwHys will, by reason of fire, 
floods, and other unanticipated causes. It is only just and right that a company should be 
allowed some margin as a sinking fund to protect themselves and provide for these accidents. 
So, even on the very best showing that can be made, as your commissioners figure, the margin of 
profit is less than in any other investment of this amount of capital in the State, and less than the 
amount invested would really justify as a profit for the risk and chances taken in the investment. 
Is it sound policy to recommend that a corporation shall operate on the very lowest margrin of 
profit at this time when the State needs foreign capital to develop and increase the growth of the 
country and its resources, by building more railroads? 

I hope you will excuse mjr not replying more promptly. Have had two or three clerks busy 
constantly figuring out the statistical information, since your letter was received, that I have g:iven 
you herewith.

THE SUMMERVILLE CASE. 

Office of the Railroad Commission, 1 
Salem,' Oregon, September 2, 1887. / 

The board met pursuant to adjournment. 

Present same as yesterday. 

The following business was transacted : 

K. J. SUMMERVILLE VS. THE O. R. & N. COMPANY. 

Now on this day the board having fully considered the evidence 
in the foregoing case, and after a full examination of the reports of 
the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company for the years 1886 and 
1887 made by said company in pursuance of law respecting their 
business of railwav transportation, find as follows: 

First— That on "the 12th day of August, A. D. 1887, the Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Company, the respondent herein, was a pri- 
vate corporation organized under the laws of this State and doing 
business therein as a common carrier, and was on said date trans- 
porting freight and passengers between the town of Pendleton and 
the city of Portland, in said State of Oregon, on and over railway 
lines between said points owned and operated by said company. 

Second — That on said 12th day of August, A. D. 1887, the peti- 
tioner herein shipped on and over the railway lines of said company 
(the respondent herein) from Pendleton to the city of Portland, both 

f)oints being within the State of Oregon, and as well also the said 
ine of railway, one carload of wheat weighing 22,000 pounds, to 
the care of Allen & Lewis of said city of Portland. 

Third — That the said Oregon Railway & Navigation Company, the 
respondent herein, demanded and received of the petitioner herein 
as compensation for transporting said carload of 22,000 pounds of 
wheat from Pendleton to the city of Portland, Oregon, the sum of 
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$55, and tiiat said petitioner was compelled to pay and did pay said 
company, the respondent herein, the said sum of $55 for such trans- 
portation. 

Fourth — ^That the said charge of $55 for the transportation of 
said carload of wheat of 22,000 pounds, from the town of Pendleton 
to the city of Portland, Oregon, was unreasonable and excessive, and 
that a reasonable sum for such transportation would have been at 
said date August 12, 1887, the sum of $44. 

And as a conclusion of law the board find — 

First — That the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company, the 
respondent herein, is liable to the petitioner for the sum of $11, the 
excess of said charge, for the transportation of said carload of wheat 
of 22,000 pounds, from Pendleton to the city of Portland, Oregon, 
and in law and justice ought to be required to pay the same. 

It is therefore recommended that tjie said Oregon Railway & Nav- 
igation Company, respondent herein, repay to said petitioner the 
sum of $11, the excess of charges for the transportation of said car- 
load of wheat of 22,000 pounds, as hereinbefore found. And it is 
ordered and directed that said payment of said $11 be made to the 
petitioner bv the said companv on or before the 10th day of Sej>- 
tember, 1887. 

And it is further ordered and directed that a certified copy of 
these findings, recommendations, and order herein made, be for- 
warded to said company, respondent herein, together with a notice 
to repay to said petitioner the sum of $11 as herein required. 



FINDINGS IN THE WITZELL CASE.

The board of railroad commissioners for 'the State of Oregon met 
pursuant to adjournment at the Revere House in Albany, Oregon, 
September 6, 1887, at 2 o'clock P. M. 

A. Waggoner, commissioners, 
and J. R. N. Bell, clerk. The following business was transacted : 

B. A. WITZELL VS. R. KOEHLER, RECEIVER OF THE O. & C. R. R. CO. 

This case having been ordered to be heard at Albany, Oregon, on 
the 6th day of September, 1887, at 2 o'clock P. M., and the time 
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having arrived, the case was proceeded with upon the questions 
served by petition and amended answer of respondent. 

Geo. Simpson and A. 0. Archibald were sworn and examined for 
petitioner; respondent making no appearance. 

After due consideration, the board found as follows: 

First — That petitioner did on the 10th day of August, 1887, ship 
over the railroad of the respondent from Tangent to Albany, both 
points being within this State of Oregon, one carload of ten tons of 
wheat, a distance of 7 miles. 

Second — That petitioner was compelled to pay and did pay respond- \ 
ent, and respondent received the sisime, the sum of $16 for the trans- 
portation of said carload of wheat from Tangent to Albany, Oregon. 

Third — That said sum of $16, charged by respondent for trans- 
porting said carload of ten tons of wheat from Tangent to Albany, 
was an unreasonable charge, and that a reasonable charge for the 
. same at that date, August 10, 1887, was the sum of $8. 

And as a conclusion of law, the respondent is indebted to the pe- 
titioner in the sum of $8, the amount paid by the petitioner to 
respondent in excess of a reasonable charge for transporting said 
carload of wheat from Tangent to Albany. 

It is therefore ordered that respondent be and he is hereby re- 
quired to repay to the petitioner the sum of $8, and that said pay- 
ment be made on or before the 26th day of September, 1887, and 
that the respondent have notice thereof, and a certified copy of the 
findings herein. 

The board adjourned without day.

The following business was transacted: 

B. F. JONES vs. THE O. P. R. R. CO. 

The complaint of B. F. Jones in the above-named case was filed 
December 14, 1887; notice to defendant issued December 15, 1887, 
and answer of defendant received and filed December 28, 1887. 
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And the commission having taken evidence therein, both on the 
part of the complainant and the defendant, January 5, 1888, and 
since received the further statement of N. E. Small in behalf of com- 
plainant, the board find as matters of fact: * 

First — That on the morning of March 18, 1887, freight train No. 
3 on the Oregon Pacific Railroad Company's road leading from 
Yaquina City to Albany, when near Toledo going east, ran on to 
and killed a three-year-old heifer, the property of B. F. Jones. 

Second — That said heifer was of the value of thirty dollars ($30). 

Third — That B. F. Jones, the owner of said heifer, was not charg- 
able with contributory negligence. 

Fourth — That at the date of said accident the line of said road 
was not fenced as required by law. 

And as a conclusion of law, the board find — 

First — That said company, the Oregon Pacific Railroad Company, 
not having fenced its said line of road at the point where said heifer 
was killed, at the time of said killing, is liable to pay to said com- 
plainant B. F. Jones, as damages for the killing of said heifer, the 
value thereof as herein found, to-wit: the sum of $30. 

And it is therefore ordered that notice issue to said Oregon Pacific 
Railroad Company requiring said company to pay to said B. F. 
Jones the sum of $30, damages for the killing of said heifer, within 
ten days from the service of said notice, together with a copy of the 
findings herein, and that complainant B. F. Jones be furnished with 
a copv of said findings and order.

SYLLABUS. 

A power conferred by the legislature upon a board uf commissioners, required 
to be exercised with reference to the affairs of certain corporations, will 
not be extended by implication ; and the acts, which the board attempts 
to do, under the power, will not be upheld, unless the authority to do 
them is affirmatively shown to be included in them. 

Where the legislative assembly of the State passed an Act creating a board of 
railroad commissioners, empowering it to examine into the affairs of rail- 
road comporations doing business within the State, and required it to make 
a biennial report, with such suggestions "as to what changes in the classi- 
fication of freights, or what change in the rate of freights or fares are 
advisable for the public welfare," but conferred no express authority upon 
the board to regulate the price of freight, or to determine when freight 
charges were unreasonable. 

Held — That the board had no jurisdiction to require a railroad company to 
refund to a shipper a sum of money alleged to have been exacted from him 
in excess of a reasonable charge for the shipment. 

Held — ^That where such Act directed the board to examine into such affairs, 
and especially required it to report the result of its investigation concern- 
ing certain specific matters to the legislature, evidently for the purpose of 
its action thereon, it would not be presumed that the Act intended to give 
the board authority to adjust those matters, although it was empowered 
by certain provisions therein contained to hear complaints made by persons 
against railroad companies on account of acts in general, done or omitted 
to be done by them. 

And further held — That a provision in the Act to the effect that whenever 
any railroad company violated, refused or neglected to obey any lawful 
order or requirement of the board, to enter complaint in the circuit court 
of the State, sitting in equity, and that such court should have power, 
upon notice to the company, to proceed to hear and determine the matter 
speedily, etc., did not authorize such a proceeding in order to enforce the 
repayment of money charged on freight, claimed to be in excess of a rea- 
sonable charge ; that a claim of that character can only be enforced by a 
common law action. 

Umatilla county. Defendant appeals. Reversed. 
Opinion by Thayer, C. J. — ^The respondent herein instituted a 

proceeding in said court against the appellant to require it to refund 
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to one E. J. Summerville the sum of eleven dollars, claimed to be 
an excess over and above a reasonable compensation, exacted by the 
appellant from Summerville for transporting for him a carload of 
wheat from Pendleton to Portland. 

The respondent was created by an Act of the legislative assembly 
of the State, entitled " An Act to create and establish a board of 
railroad commissioners and to define and regulate its powers and 
duties, and to fix the compensation of its members,'" approved Feb- 
ruary 18, 1887. 

The appellant is a railroad corporation organized under the laws 
of the State and maintains a line of railroad between the points 
mentioned and at other places within the State. The proceeding 
was taken under the said Act; and the main question presented for 
the consideration of this court is whether it authorizes such board 
to maintain a proceeding to obtain relief of the character daimed 
thereon. 

I suppose it has become the settled doctrine that the legislature 
has authority to establish reasonable regulations for the control, in 
certain particulars, of all corporations whose business is of a quad 
public character; and that to enable it to exercise such authority 
prudently and intelligently, it may provide lor an inspection of the 
affairs of the corporations which concern the general community. 

This authority arises out of the principle that such institutions 
enjoy privileges and franchises created for the benefit of the public, 
and is exercised in order that the public may not fail to receive it. 

Such regulations must not be arbitrary or capricious. Their aim 
and object must be to promote the welfare of society, otherwise they 
can not be enforced. 

The legislature has a right to judge as to when the public neces- 
sity requires the adoption of such measures, but the court may 
determine whether a particular regulation is a reasonable exercise 
of the power. 

It is difficult to ascertain, from an examination of said Act, what 
power the legislature conferred upon the said board. Counsel for 
the appellant claims that no power whatever has been conferred 
upon it except to find out as to the freights and fares charged 
by common carriers, and certain other facts and report the same to 
the legislature. 

Section 9 of the Act provides that "said board may inquire into, 
ascertain, and report to itself the method by which the accounts of 
corporations operating railroads or street railways are kept." 

Section 10 provides that "the board shall make a biennial report 
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to the legislative assembly, including such statements, facts and 
explanations as will disclose the actual workings of the system of 
railroad transportation of freight and passengers, and its bearing on 
the business prosperity, etc., with such suggestions in relation 
thereto, etc., as to them may seem appropriate. They shall also, at 
such times as they shall deem advisable, examine any particular 
subject connected with the condition and management of railroads, 
and report to the legislative assembly their doings thereon and their 
reasons therefor." 

Section 11 provides that "said commissioners shall examine into 
the condition and management of all other niatters concerning the 
business of the railroads of this State, so far as the same affect 
or relate to the interests of the public and to the accommodation and 
security of passengers or persons doing business therewith; and 
whether such railroad companies or corporations, their officers, etc.,. 
comply with the laws of this State now in force, or which shall 
thereafter be in force concerning them, and such other matters as- 
they shall deem important; and for such purpose, said commission- 
ers shall have the right to examine all the books, etc., of any rail- 
road company or corporation in this State; and they shall have 
power to examine under oath, etc., any and all directors, etc., of any 
such railroad corporation, and any other person, concerning any 
matter relating to the condition and management of the business of 
such corporation or company." 

Section 12 provides that "any person, etc., complaining of any 
thing done, or omitted to be done, by any common carrier subject 
to the provisions of this Act, in contravention of the provisions 
thereof, may apply to said commission by petition, which shall 
briefly state the facts; whereupon a statement of the charges thus 
made shall be forwarded by the commission to such common carrier,, 
who shall be called upon to satisfy the complaint, or to answer the 
same in writing within a reasonable time, to be specified by the 
commission. If such common carrier within the time specified 
shall make reparation for the injury alleged to have been done, said 
carrier shall be relieved of liability to the complainant only for the 
particular violation of the law thus complained of If such carrier 
shall not satisfy the complaint within the time specified, or there 
shall appear to be any reasonable ground for investigating said 
complaint, it shall be the duty of the commission to investigate 
the matter complained of in such manner and by such means as it 
shall deem proper. No complaint shall at any time be dismissed 
because of the absence of direct damage to the complainant." 
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Section 13 provides that "whenever an investigation shall be 
made by said commission, it shall be its duty to make a report in 
writing in respect thereto, which shall include the finding of fact 
upon which the conclusions of the commission are based, together 
with its recommendation as to what reparation, if any, should be 
made by the common carrier to any party or parties who may be 
found to have been injured; and such finding so made shall there- 
after in all judicial proceedings be deemed prima facie evidence as 
to each and every fact found. All reports of investigations made 
by the commission shall be entered of record, and a copy thereof 
shall be furnished to the party who may have complained, and to 
any common carrier that may have been complained of." 

Section 14 provides that "if in any case, in which an investigation 
shall be made by said commission, it shall be made to appear to the 
satisfaction of the commission, etc., that anything has been done, or 
omitted to be done, in violation of the provisions of this Act, or of 
any law cognizable by said commission, by any common carrier, 
or that any injury or damage has been sustained by the party or 
parties complaining, or by other parties aggrieved, in coiLsequence 
of any such violation, it shall be the duty of the commission to 
forthwith cause a copy of its report, in respect thereto, to be 
delivered to such common carrier, together with a notice to said 
common carrier to cease and desist from such violation, or to make 
reparation for the injuries so found to have been done, or both, 
within a reasonable time, to be specified by the commission ; and if 
within the time specified it shall be made to appear to the commis- 
sion that such common carrier has ceased from such violation of 
law, and has made reparation for the injury found to have been 
done, in compliance with the report and notice of the commission, 
or to the satisfaction of the party complaining, a statement to that 
effect shall be entered of record by the commission, arid the said 
common carrier shall thereupon be relieved from further liability 
or penalty for such particular violation of law." 

Section 15 provides that "whenever any common carrier, as 
defined in and subject to the provisions of this Act, shall violate 
or refuse or neglect to obey any lawful order or requirement of the 
commission in this Act named, it shall be the duty of the commis- 
sion, and lawful for any company or person interested in such order 
or requirement, to enter complaint in the circuit court of the State, 
sitting in equity, in the judicial district in which the violation or 
disobedience of such order or requirement shall arise, alleging such 
injury; and the said court shall have power to hear and determine

the matter at any time after service of the complaint, in the usual 
way, on such short notice to the common carrier complained of, 
shall be deemed reasonable; and said court shall proceed to hear 
and determine the matter speedily, in such manner as to do justice 
in the premises, and on such hearing the report of said commission 
shall be prima facie evidence of the matter therein stated ; and if it 
be made to appear to such court on such hearing that the law- 
ful order or requirement of said commission, exercised in pursu- 
ance of the provisions of this Act, has been violated or disobeyed, 
it shall be lawful for such court to issue a writ of injunction, or 
other proper process, mandatory or otherwise, to restrain such com- 
mon carrier from further continunig such violation or disobedience, 
and enjoining obedience to the same; and in case of any disobedi- 
ence of any such writ of injunction or other proper process, manda- 
tory or otherwise, it shall be enforced by proper process issued out 
of said court." 

Section 37 of said Act provides to. the effect, that whenever 
the commissioners deem that repairs are necessary upon any rail- 
road or an addition to or change of its stations or station-houses, or 
change in its rates of fares for transporting freight or passengers, or 
in the mode of operating its road and conducting its business, they 
shall in writing inform the corporation of the improvements or 
changes which they consider proper, and a report of the proceed- 
ings of compliance, or of a refusal to comply with such, suggestions, 
shall be included in their biennial report to the legislative asembly. 

Section 3 8 of the Act requires the board to investigate the cause 
of any accident on any railroad resulting in loss of life, and invests 
it with discretionary power to investigate any accident ou such 
road. 

Section 19 requires every railroad company or corporation, on 
request, to furnish said board any information required by it con- 
cerning the condition, management and operation of the road or 
business of such company or corporation. 

Section 20 of said Act provides that the board may prescribe the 
form of the annual statement required to be transmstted to the Sec- 
retary of State by every company, or corporation owning or 
operating a railroad in this State, provided for by Act of the legis-. 
lative assembly of the State of Oregon, approved February 26, 1885, 
and empowers the board to make changes and additions to such 
form, and requires it to examine such statements when filed, and if 
the same be defective or appear erroneous, to notify the corppration 
to correct it. . , 

19 
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Section 22 of said Act provides that in case any railrad company 
or corporation refuses to submit its books, etc., to the examination of 
the board, or to furnish information provided for in that Act, or 
fails, neglects or refupes to do or to perform any of the require- 
ments of the Act, it shall forfeit and pay to the State of Oregon 
for every such offense a sum of not less than one hundred dollars, 
nor more than five hundred dollars, to be recovered in an action 
in the name of the State of Oregon against such CDmpany or corpo- 
ration. 

And section 23 of the Act empowers the board to enter the cars, 
depots, stations, and other places of business of such corporations, 
for the purpose of inspecting the same, and to observe the manner 
and methods in which the business of such corporation is done. 

These sections of the Act contain, so far as I am able to discover, 
all the provisions bearing upon the question submitted; and it must 
be ascertained from them whether the proceedings can be main- 
tained or not. 

The main object of the Act was to ascertain the condition of rail- 
road affairs in the State and the manner in which they are con- 
ducted. 

Sections 9, 10 and 11 thereof clearly indicate that sUch was its 
purpose. 

Said sections endow the board of commissioners, created by the 
Act, with ample power to investigate the subject. This was obviously 
done in order to enable the legislature to judge as to whether the 
railroad management was such as was calculated to conserve the 
best interests of the public; whether the public were being dealt 
fairly with by those in charge of such management, and whether 
changes could not be made which would be beneficial to the com- 
munity. The State has an interest in such matters, and it is higlily 
proper that the legislature should inquire into them ; and should it 
ascertain that the railroad companies were pursuing a selfish, mer- 
cenary course, and disregarding the rights of their patrons, it could 
provide suitable regulations to remedy the mischief. 

Whether a railroad, company is employing Suitable means and 
appliances for the transportation of freight and passengers over the 
line of its road, with reasonable safety-and dispatch, and as cheaply 
as it can afjfoxd to do, and obtain a fair profit in view' of tlie amount 
of its investment, is always a pertinent subject of inquiry for the 
legislature, and the object of the Act, it seems to me, froni the gen- 
eral spirit and tenor of it, in creating the board of commissioners 
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and clothing it with the functions it possesses, was for the purpose 
of making such inquiry. 

I can not conclude that the legislature undertook to correct 
the abuses of railroad companies before it could know with any 
certainty whether they had been committed. It would not be 
likely to appoint a commission for execution to precede one of 
inquiry ; nor that it would delegate its discretion in so important a 
matter to an inferior board to be exercised. That railroad enter- 
prises in this State are, as yet, in their infancy. The people are 
greatly interested in having them extended into every district where 
marketable articles are produced, and it would be very unwise, as well 
as unjust, to pursue a rash and narrow policy toward them. It is 
not contended on the part of the respondent that said Act invested 
the board of commissioners with authority to fix the rate to be 
charged for the transportation of freight or passengers; nor as I view 
it, were they empowered to determine what chareres were reasonable 
or unreasonable. They were required to make a biennial report to 
the legislative assembly, with such suggestions "as to what change 
in the classifications of freight, or what change in the rate of 
freight, or fares are advisable for the public welfare." (Section 10 
of Act, also section 17.) This is the only provision in the Act I have 
been able to find which imposes any duty upon the board in regard 
to rates and fares. 

Section 12 of the Act requires the board to investigate complaints 
made by certain persons against common carriers subject to the pro- 
visions of the Act, on account of anything done or omitted to be 
done by any such common carrier in contravention of its provis- 
ions. 

Section 13 makes it the duty of the board to make a report of an 
investigation made by it, including findings of fact upon which its 
conclusions are based. 

Section 14 makes it the duty of the board in any case in which 
an investigation is made, and it appears to the satisfaction of the 
board that anything has been done, or omitted to be done, in viola- 
tion of the provisions of the Act, or of any law of which the board 
has cognizance, by any common carrier, or that any injury or dam- 
age has been sustained by the party or parties complaining or by 
other parties aggrieved in consequence of any such violation, to 
forthwith cause a copy of its report in respect thereto to be deliv- 
ered to such common carrier, etc. 

And section 15 makes it the duty of the board, whenever any 
such common carrier shall violate, or refuse, or neglect to obey any 
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lawful order or requirenaent of the board, to enter complaint as 
therein provided. 

Neither of these sections, however, specifies the particular subjects 
to be investigated, nor what acts done or omitted to be done by such 
common carrier would be a violation of the Act, or of the law 
which the board has cognizance, or what would be a lawful order 
or requirement of the board ; nor does any section indicate what 
law the board has cognizance of. The result is that the Act is 
hopelessly ambiguous as to the jurisdiction of the board, beyond 
the authority before referred to. 

It has power in conducting its investigations to compel railroad 
companies to furnish it information as provided in section 19 of 
the Act ; and also to compel them to adopt such form of annual 
statement required by the Act of February 26, 1885, to be trans- 
mitted to the Secretary of State, as it may prescribe by virtue of 
section 20 of the Act ; but an attempt on the part of the board to 
:adjust claims between railroad companies and persons, firms, cor- 
porations or associations, etc., and to enforce obedience to its orders 
made in respect thereto, in the manner specified in section 15 of 
the Act, would be groping in the dark. 

The first question arising would be. What contentions between 
the railroad company and such persons, firms, etc., has it jurisdic- 
tion of? 

The answer to that question cannot- be left to speculation. The 
jurisdiction of such commissions is not given by implication. 

Commissions of that character are mere creatures of the statute 
and possess no power except what the statute expressly confers upon 
them. 

Again, if the board has jurisdiction to investigate complaints for 
overcharges on freight, its order to refund the excess could not be 
enforced in the manner provided in section 15 of the Act. The 
recovery of money unjustly exacted in such cases is a common law 
remedy ; and the party against whom the claim is made, whether a 
natural person or a corporation, has the right to a trial by jury 
before its repayment can be enforced. A summary remedy of the 
character of the one provided for can not be used to enforce a claim 
for damages arising ex.contrdctu or ex delicto, though it might be 
employed to compel the performance of a specific duty necessary to 
the administration of public affairs. 

The several sections of the Act, taken together, present an incon- 
gruity and leave an impression that it was made up by a sort of 
patchwork. Sections 9, 10, 11 and 17 clearly indicate that the 
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object of the investigation of the affairs of railroad corporations, is 
for the purpose of ascertaining facts to be included in. the biennial 
report which the board is required to make to the legislative assem- 
bly; while it might be inferred from sections 12, 13 and 14, that its 
object was to constitute the board a kind of tribunal of conciliation, 
to adjust the claims of persons against the railroad companies, and 
to establish jyrima facie evidence of their validity; and section 15 
makes a very lame attempt to compel satisfaction of them. What 
kind of claims |it was intended the board should adjust, and re- 
quire to be satisfied, does not appear. If its jurisdiction, however, 
in that particular, is coextensve with its authority to investigate 
such affairs, it must necessarily extend to claims arising out of torts 
as well as contracts ; as it is required by section 18 of the Act to 
investigate the causes of any accident on any railroad resulting in 
the loss of life, and of any accident not so resulting, which it may 
deem to require investigation. Under this view the board would 
be the most important tribunal in the State. It could adopt its own 
code of procedure, formulate its own rules of evidence, be unem- 
barrassed by the presence of a jury and adjudicate in accordance 
with its own caprices and if its orders or requirements were vio- 
lated or refused or disobeyed, it could enter complaint in the cir- 
cuit court, ^' sitting in equity," and have a mandatory process 
" issued to enforce them." It cannot be presumed that any legis- 
lature would confer so important a prerogative upon a board of 
commissioners ; still, we must conclude that it was done in the 
present case, if we sustain the view that the authority of the board 
to adjust matters, between persons and railroad companies, is co-ex- 
tensive with its authority to investigate them. 

The counsel for the respondent does not claim that tne board has 
jurisdiction to the extent suggested, but I fail to discover any point 
short of it to stop, if it is conceded that the jurisdiction includes 
the matters involved in the present case. 

It will be contended that the Act gives the board jurisdiction, in 
express terms, to determine when freight charges are unreasonable ; 
and if the question is left to inference, there is no limit to the extent 
of its jurisdiction except the limitation of its authority to investi- 
gate, and that seems to extend to all the affairs between the rail- 
road corporations and individuals or associations and to involve 
every breach of duty of the former and the consequences attend- 
ing it. 

It has for a very long time been considered the safer and better 
rule, in determining questions of jurisdiction of boards and officers, 
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exercising powers delegated to them by the legislature, to hold that 
their authority must affirmatively appear from the commission 
under which they claim to act. There is too strong a desire in the 
human heart to exercise authority, and too much of a disposition 
upon the part of those intrusted with it, to extend it beyond the 
design for which and the scope within which it was intended it 
should l)e exercised, to leave the question of its extent to inference. 
Should it be so left, serious disturbances might arise, involving a 
conflict of jurisdiction, which would be highly detrimental to the 
community. 

It is not, it seems to me, requiring too much of the legislative 
branch of the government to exact, when it creates a commission 
and clothes it with important functions, that it shall define and 
specify the authority given it so clearly that no doubt can reason- 
ably arise in the mind of the public as to its extent. 

Under the view we have indicated in the foregoing opinion, it 
follows that the judgment appealed from must be reversed and the 
complaint dismissed ; and it is so ordered.
